MAN THE VICTIM 


OF PERSONAL PLEASURE 


Rey. A. E. Clattenburg- Preaches Strong Ser- 
mon at St. Chrysostoms Church 


At St. Chrysostom’s church Sunday 
morning Rey. A. E. Clattenburg took 
for his text, St. Luke IV, 28:29 verse 
“And all they in the synagogue when 
they heard these things were filled 
with wrath, and rose up and thrust 
Him out of the city and led Him un- 
to the brow of the hill whereon their 
city was built, that they 
Him down headlong.” 

Mr. Clattenburg said in part: 

Is it strange that many christians 
are today misunderstood when Jesus 


might cast 


Himself was misunderstood by His 
own immediate neighbors? And if 
that great character the divine son 


of God could deal gently with those 
who would not accept His good offices 
should we not all the more deal 
gently with those of our day who re- 
ject us and our witness to Jesus? 
Very often you will find christians 
who are soured to the back bone be- 
cause they have not been received 
as they think they should be. Peo- 
ple have misunderstood them, mot 
taken them at exactly their own 
valuation and this has made them 
change their attitudes toward the 
world in general, and a few in parti- 
cular. 

When one looks at the gospel story 
and learns of the life of the Master 
our petty life with its shadow of 
troubles sinks out of sight. Here 
was a being who lived from all time 
with God the Father, He had with 
God, from the beginning of the ex- 
istence of God all the honor and all 
the glory that pertained to the God- 
head this only begotton son consent- 
ed to come into our world as a human 
being, and walk among men. 

He was among us as God. “Never 
man spoke as this man.” His whole 
mission into the world of men was a 
mission of kindness. His own life 
had been given up that He might live 
the life of human beings, and when 
this divine being came as man to ex- 
hort His people to become like God 
in character, they led Him up to the 
brow of the hill and wished to hurl 
Him headlong. 

This was going a trifle further than 


people will go today when dealing 
with a person who is not agreeing 
with them. The most that comes to 


man is that his character, his life, his 
actions are not appreciated as he 
thinks they should be. 

Jesus endeavored to win them all 
to his life, to his Kingdom and when 
He laid down His life for us He com- 
manded His disciples to go forth and 
win all men to their side. Jesus for- 
gave them as He asked His father 
to forgive them “For they knew not 
what they were doing.” 

But the people of today who think 
they are rejected and thrust aside, 
do they still persist in doing God's 
cause? Do they keep on “manfully 
fighting under his banner against sin, 
the world, and the devil?” But why 
is there this vast difference between 
the attitude of Jesus towards those 
who did not understand Him, and the 
attitude of ‘those christians who are 
not understood in our day? It must 
be because Jesus was in the world 
to obey the Father’s will, while man 
thinks he is in the world to do his 
own sweet will. Look at the actions 
of Jesus, you can almost hear Him 
praying continually “not my will but 
Thine be done”. We know the char- 
acter of God. He is the God of love, 


to Him and to his revelation. His 
divine son, we are indebted for our 
glorious conception of love. How 


many things there are in the make up 
of man that tend to prevent him from 
doing always the will of God. All 
live in peace and harmony together,, 
no petty jealousies, no striving to 
take away a brothers good character, 
in love prefering one another, no one 
to seek first his own welfare, but all 
to seek the good of others. This is 
the will of God for men, but how does 
it find fulfilment in the mind of 
man? 

There are four things that tend to 
make the will of God of no effect. 
Caprices, hasty judgments, personal 
pleasure and uncongenial tasks. 

Caprice aids us in making the will 
of God of no effect by its tendency 
to make us do things that have not 
haq sufficient thought. The desires 
of today are the aversions of tomor- 
row. Why is that so; if it is not be- 
cause the act or the desire had not 
been given sufficient thought. 

At first glance it may seem all 


right, to conform to the will of God, 
to be in accordance with man’s best 
nature, but when turned over in the 
mind it proves to be just the Op- 


posite, 


“I wanted it so badly” said the one 
who tad just spoken of a past de- 
1 am so glad I did not 
get it. 1 can see, looking back, that 
it would have changed the whole cur- 
rent of my life, and changed it for 
1 would never have at- 
tained to what I have if my desire 
had been granted.” It is yielding to 
impluses that make it 
impossible at times for the will of 
God to be obeyed and may be the 
direct cause of making others do the 
same thing. Speak only 
thoughts that have been tried 
and tested well. Do those actions 
that you are convinced are the ones 
that accord best with the will of 
God. Then you will have reached 
he glorious stage of imitating Jesus. 

Hasty judgment, the people have 
misunderstood Jesus, they were judg- 
ing and condemning Him on the spot. 
That is the fault of people today;

those 


men and women think they are at 
liberty to sit in judgment on their 
neighbor. When it is not done open- 


ly it is insinuated. People sometimes 
do things without a motive that is 
clear and plain, and the will of God 
could be worked out in your life bet- 
ter if you did not look with sus- 
picion on every act of those about 
you. Give men the credit of doing 
things good and honest, if you should 
not be openly acknowledged a public 
benefactor or receive the apprecia- 
tion that you think you deserve do 
not give the credit to a false motive. 
Do not try to adjust every thing your- 
self. Remember how much Jesus did 
for which He received no thanks. 
If your sorrows and troubles are equal 
to His, you should be indeed miser- 
able. Go out into the world with a 
cheerful and joyous heart, not look- 
ing for slights and affronts that were 
not intended. It is when we try to 
do the work of the Eternal Judge 
that we are making of no effect the 
will of God 

We do the selfsame thing when we 
do only those things that minister to 
our own pleasure. Think you it was 
was a pleasurable thing for Jesus to 
go in and out daily among the peo- 
ple who were ready to stone him to 
death? But do you find him turning 
away from his enemies and walking 
only with those who returned his 
love? It is partly because we ask 
to do things that are pleasurable to 
us that the will of God is not ful- 
filled by us, and worked out in our 
daily lives. But ordinary christians 
have not progressed far enough that 
accounts for so many slips Im life, 

In the life of every one God sends 
some uncongenial tasks. One can find 
situations in the life of every indi- 
vidual that would be uncongenial. 
Yet the will of God is that all be 
meet and treated the same with the 
heart full of the love of God. Any 
shirking makes it almost impossible 
for those dependent upon our action 
to obey the will of God. Man too often 
consults his own wishes. Jesus 
could look out of his great soul at 
the world and be at peace with every 
individual in it. It is also God’s will 
for us, no matter what men do, to us 
or fail to do we must cherish no 
hatred, harbour no ill thoughts, we 
must love all around us for the 
simple reason which to us is the most 
pressing reason that it {s God’s will 
we should.

Hearty approval will be expressed 
of the move by the Boston Merchants 
Association towards uniting all the 
commercial organizations of New 
England in a formidable protest at 
Washington against further delay in 
meeting New Hngland’s just demands 


regarding the preservation of the 
White Mountain forests. The facts 
have all been brought out, and it 


remains for New England to 
make a sufficient demonstration at 
Washington. It does not follow that 
this will result in favorable legisla- 
tion. The importance of the issue 
has been set forth time and again. 
The opinion is general and reasonable 
that facts and reasons have nothing 
whatever to do with the attitude 
which has thus far prevented the 
passage of a bill to insure the preser- 
vation of these necessary New Eng- 
land forests. The best hope that is 
held out now is that there may be en- 
acted (and this is by no means cer- 
tain) some measure which shall ef- 
fect an inadequate compromise, vy 
which New England will get some- 
thing, though not at all what it de- 
sires or has the right to demand. 
New England is not asking a favor 
of congress, but thus far the atti- 
tude has been such as to carry the 
impression that New England had no 
rights in the matter. Facts have been 
presented and are well understood. 
It remains to be seen how deep an 
impression this protest will make 
where an impression is needed

The question of providing ample 
accommodations for the school chil- 
dren is quite a problem. Although 
it is scarcely a month since the new 
twelve room Coddington school 
building was opened the superinten- 
dent reports to the school committee 
that the building is crowded and 
something must be done to provide 
additional accommodations in this 
and other districts. 

Acting upon this report the School 
Committee voted to again call the 
attention of the City Council to the 
almost imperative need of a school 
building for the Houghs Neck chil- 
dren. 

The City Council of last year took 
up this question and even went so 
far as to request the Mayor to se- 
cure plans for a four room jbuilding. 

This the Mayor did and the plans 
are now in the possession of the 
Council. 

No action was taken by the Coun- 
cil of 1908 on these plans for the 
reason that it was necessary to 8e- 
cure a suitable lot of land before the 
plan was selected. 

Late in the year Councilman Gil- 
éon introduced an order calling for 
an appropriation of $6,000 for the 
purchase of a lot of land at Houghs 
Neck for a school building. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
took up the matter and looked at 
several possible sites. This commit- 
tee assigned several nights to meet 
the owner of the property in question 
who has often promised to appear be- 
fore them with a plan and estimates 
but the plan never appeared. 

It was then the latter part of Dec- 
ember and as it was too late to get 
an order passed the plans for the 


proposed building were referred to 
this year’s council. 

This shows that the City Council 
fully understands the need of a 
building to take care of the Houghs 
Neck children but it would be folly 
to accept any plan until the lot had 
been purchased. 

The present time is not very 
auspicious to look at school lots and 
it is very doubtful if the City Coun- 
cil committee can do much _ until 
spring. 

Other school districts are as badly 
off as is the Coddington district and 
noted above it has become quite 
a problem how to provide sufficient 
accommodations. 

It would seem that the only way is 
for the city to build a twelve room 
school building every year.

IN LIBEL SUIT 


Secretary of War at Time of 
Panama Canal Purchase 


DASE OF DOUGLAS ROBINSON 


Federal District Tells 
Jerome to Prosecute Newspaper In 
State Courts and Is Promised Gov- 
ernment Co-operation—Root’s Good | 
Name May Be Defended In Suit to 
Be Brought by Federal Authorities

New York, Feb. 1.—Henry L. 
Stimson, United States district at- 
torney for the southern district of} 


New York, made public a letter in | 


reply to one written by District At- 
torney Jerome on the subject of be- 
ginning an action for criminal libel | 
in the state courts against the publish- | 
ers of the New York World because of | 
published charges regarding the 
Panama canal purchase. 

Mr. Stimson tells Jerome to prose- 
cute, and assures him “that such ac- 
tion on your part will in no wise be 
regarded as an interference, but, on 
the contrary, we shall regard it as 
our duty to co-operate with you in all 
proper and lawful ways.” | 

Mr. Jerome had asked if action in | 
the state courts on behalf of Douglas 
Robinson, President Roosevelt's 
brother-in-law, who is a resident of 
the city and who was mentioned in 
the article, would be an unwise in- 
terference with the actions begun un- 
der federal jurisdiction. 

Mr. Stimson answers this question 
negatively, but he does not say that 
the federal prosecution will cease in 
the event Jerome institutes a sult. 

It is apparent from the wording of 
the letter that, while the federal au- 
thorities concede to Jerome the right 
to appear as the protector of Douglas | 
Robinson's good name, they reserve 
to themselves the privilege of acting 
in defense of the reputation of “a) 
gentleman who occupied the position 
of head of the war department” in! 
any federal jurisdiction in which ac- | 
tion would lie. 

The reference to the “gentleman |} 
who occupied the position of head of | 
the war department” gave rise in some 
quarters to speculation as to the per- 
son meant by Stimson. An official of | 
the government, who declined to per- 
mit the use of his name, said the 
statement was intended to refer to 
Elihu Root, who was secretary of war 
when negotiations for the purchase of 


the Panama canal property were 
concluded, though the deeds of the 


property were actually turned over to 
this country when Willlam H. Taft 
was secretary.

Measures Taken to Prevent Dis-

Washington, Feb. 1.—Immuniza- 
tion against typhoid fever in army 
camps by vaccination is to be under- 
taken by the military authorities. The 
whole matter is to be frankly put. be- 
fore the army and individuals are to 
be invited to volunteer for yaccina- 
tion.

BANKER MORSE’S APPEAL 


Friends Think That He Should Be 
Bailed Pending Its Result 

New York, Feb. 1.—Friends of 
Charles W. Morse, the convicted 
banker, are preparing a petition to 
the judges of the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals asking them to 
admit Morse to bail, pending the out- 
come of his appeal from Judge 
Hough’s sentence of fifteen years in 
prison for the violations of the nation- 
al banking laws. Scores of prominent 
merchants and bankers, it is said, 
have already signed the petition.

Book With That Purpose In 
View Nearly Ready 


FAMOUS KRUGER TELEGRAM 


——_— 


Emperor Remained Silent For Twelve 
Years and Bore Blame For Author- 
ship, When It Really Originated 
With His Advisers and Was Trans- 
mitted Against His Will—Scapegoat 
of an Incompetent Bureaucracy 


Berlin, Feb. 1.—The Fuersten Cor- 
respondez, which is read by the em- 
peror, the crown prince, Chancellor 
Von Buelow and other august per- 
sOonages, announces conspicuously the 
coming publication of a book entitled 
“William the Second,“ which is a 
strong defense of the emperor and 
exonerates him from the authorship of 
the famous “Kruger Telegram.” 

The author of the book, Adolf 
Stein, in a long explanation, states 
that the telegram did not originate 
with the emperor, but that it was a 
well considered answer by the foreign 
office to an inquiry from the Trans- 
vaal and was, in fact, a roundabout 
way of refusing German intervention 
in South Africa. 

The writer goes on to say that the 
emperor objected to the telegram, but 
allowed himself to be overruled by 
his officials and for twelve years re- 
mained silent and bore the blame, 
while working incessantly to prevent 
the worst consequences of his advisers’ 
blunder. 

The book also represents the em- 
peror as the scapegoat of an incompe- 
tent bureaucracy in the crisis of June, 
1905, and in recent months, and is 
full of special pleading for the “mis- 
understood and misrepresented em- 
peror.” 

The Famous Telegram 

The telegram referred to was one 
sent by the German emperor to Presi- 
dent Kruger on Jan. 3, 1896, in 
which the emperor expressed his sin- 
cere congratulations on the suppres- 
sion of thet Jameson raid. In his 
telegram, the emperor said: 

“I express my sincere congratula- 
tions that, supported by your people 
and without appealing for help to 
friendly powers, you have succeeded 
by your own energetic action against 
the armed bands which invaded your 
country as disturbers of the peace, 
and have thus been enabled to restore 
peace and safeguard the independence 
of your country from attack with- 
out.” 


FUTURE OF PHILIPP'NES 


Rests With United States Until Cer- 
tain Conditions Are Complied With 
Manila, Feb. 1.—The Philippine 
assembly opened today with simple 
ceremonies, President Osmena pre- 
siding. The first business w come 
before the body was the annual mes- 
sege to the assembly of Governor 
‘general Smith, which read in part as 

follows: 

“My last word to the Filipinos is 
that the great majority and not a 
small minority of the citizens are 
prepared to make intelligent use of 
the franchise; until democratic usages 
and customs have permeated through- 
out the population, and become a part 
of the daily life of the people; until 
the power of unconsciable agitators 
and demagogues is broken; until edu- 
cation has created a just public senti- 
ment which specious arguments and 
false doctrines cannot destroy; until a 
citizen has not only the power to 
judge, but also the courage to act for 
himself, the best future of the islands 
lies with the land which has given 
the Filipinos rights, liberties and 
privileges not enjoyed by peoples 
which have had independence and 
national existence for hundreds of 
years.” 


MANY HUNDRED KILLED 


Moroccan Village Wiped Out by Ava- 
lanche of Earth and Rocks 
Ceuta, Morocco, Feb. 1.—Native 
accounts of an avalanche which oc- 
curred at Romara state that it oc- 
curred during the night and was 
preceded by loud subterranean noises, 
which threw the inhabitants into a 

panic. 

A sudden and terrible shock oc- 
curred and an avalanche of earth 
and huge rocks swept down, com- 
pletely burying the village. 

None of the several hundred in- 
habitants had time to escape. 


Augusta, Me., Feb. 1.—The annual 
report of State Treasurer Gilmore 
shows that the revenues of the state 
during the past year amounted to $2,-

BEN HADLEY’S LEGACY 


Money Left to “President of United 
States” Will Not Be Accepted 
Boston, Feb. 2.—President Roose- 
velt, in a letter to attorneys for the 
administrator, declares that under no 
condition will he accept the legacy of 
$10,000 left him by the last will of 
3enjamin Hadley, the Somerville re- 

cluse, who died Dec. 16, 1907. 

The will was found on a doorstep in 
Wiltshire, Eng., and in the disposi- 
tion of a property of some $150,000 
was a legacy of “$10,000 to the Presi- 
dent of the United States.” 

The will was brought to Boston and 
will come up for probate on Feb. 15. 
The president in his letter says he 
cannot accept a legacy from a pri- 
vate individual.

The erection of the 
crane does not leave any room upon 
the grounds to erect any other con- 
trivance or apparatus that would be 
of any service. The premises are so 
shaped that there was ample room for 
the erection and operation of three 
boom derricks; and had those been 
erected, instead of the crane, our 
facilities would have been thereby 
trebled. As it is, our facilities are not 
appreciably increased. The overhead 
crane is inadequate to the needs and 
demands of the place. 

Third:—This cramping of our facili- 
ties virtually bars out the quarry own- 
ers from taking orders for rough cel- 
lar stone. During the year that has 
closed contracts for such stock were 
offered me, and I was obliged to de- 
cline them for the above reason. The 
overhead crane being unable to take 
care of the work, it is a common thing 
to see a dozen or more teams waiting 
their turn at one time, and it is by no 
means uncommon for a team to have 
to wait halfaday to get unloaded. 
The expense of keeping teams is, of 
course, great, and the expense and 
congestion combined keep the people 
who run quarries in this part of the 
commons from bidding on the above 
kind of work. They simply cannot 
compete with parties who have ade- 
facilities for unloading.

The resolution reported by a com- 
mittee of the whole in special session of 
the legislature of Nevada, declaring in 
favor of drastic legislation against the 
Japanese, and criticising President 
Roosevelt for what the resolation calls 
his attempt to coerce and intimidate 
legislation in California, is likely to 
cause & serious rupture in the now 
friendly relations enjoyed by the United 
States witb Japan. 

Where the fault lies or what causes 
such a feeling of animosity on the part 
of the citizens of California against the 
Japanese is hard for Easterners to under- 
stand, although it can probably be 
attributed to the same reason that 
causes the frequent demonstrations 
against the negroes in the south race 
prejudice. Still a simple matter of 
color, or customs is hardly a suflici- 
ent reason for unfriendliness in a 
republic like the United States, or in 
fact in any other country, whose citi- 
zens make any pretensions to intellectu- 
ality or a high state of civilization. 

In the East we do not find the Jap- 
anses objectionable, on the contrary in 
nearly every place where they have 
settled they have become peaceable and 
law ‘abiding citizens, adopting our 
customs and language with an alacrity 
that is surprising. They are ambitious 
and have an inborn love of country we 
admit, but what of that, Are not the 
Irish or the Italians or in fact any other 
of our foreign born citizens just as 
ambitions, and love their- mother 
country with just as strong a love? 
And yet we do not try to stop immi- 
grants from these countries from land- 
ing or settling in the United States, 

This threat of excluding anti-Japa- 
nese legislation, if carried on is likely 
to plunge this country into a ‘war for 
which we are totally unprepared, and 
which the majority of citizens would 
hate to see. Therefore it is the duty of 
every citizen who loves his country and 


SE 
his fellowmen to do all he can to block 
all legislation tending to create a rup- 
ture with Japan. Give the Japanese 
fair play and treat them with the spirit 
of friendliness, and consideration ac- 
corded the natives of any other foreign 
power, and Japan will undoubtedly do 
her part-to maintain the existing rela- 
tions, and the United States will steer 
clear of any unpleasantness uow or io 
the future. 


EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


The expereince which this commun- 
ity has already had on such days as 
Memorial day, Thanksgiving day and 
the now discarded- “Fast day” has 
shown that making a day a holiday 
does not always tend to dignify or to 
make general the serious observance 
of the event thus commemorated. A 
holiday (on any day but a Sunday) 
means, in most cases, that wage earn- 
ers, especially those who are most de- 
pendent on their wages, lose their in- 
come for that day. Business houses 
always feel the break in the usual run 
of trade. The proposition to make a 
holiday of February 12, this year, 
would have more to commend it if 
there were not another general holi- 
day a little more than a week laiter.

“AGITATION 


Not Receiving Support of Pa- 
cific Coast Labor Leaders 


SHOWING A LACK OF STRENGTH 


Transportation Companies Which 
Profit by Influx of Coolies May Be 
Responsible For Extreme Utterances 
In California and Nevada—President 
Will Do All Possible to Prevent En- 
actment of Dangerous Legislation 


Washington, Feb. 8.—No single 
question, nor, indeed, any group of 
questions, is absorbing the interest 
and concern of the administration at 
this moment as are certain phases of 
the afti-Japanese agitation in Cali- 
fornia. 

The president has been in communit- 
cation with many persons who should 
be thoroughly informed as to the con- 
ditions on the Pacific coast, but a sig- 
nificant feature of its lack of strength 
is the fact that the labor leaders have 
taken no prominent part in it. 

Indeed, it has been stated to the 
administration that the real main- 
spring of the agitation was in some of 
the great corporations.that had found 
their profitable business of coolie 
transportation threatened with de- 
struction by the success attending the 
efforts of the administration to stop 
this class of immigration. 

For the fact is, that in the opinion 
of the administration the negotiations 
with Japan for a practically complete 
closure of American ports to the entry 
of Japanese laborers are certainly 
jeopardized by the extreme utterances 
of certain persons in California and 
by the mere consideration of such 
resolutions as were entertained by the 
Nevada legislature. 

Even agreements already reached, 
which are being carried out in per- 
fect good faith on the part of the 
Japanese government, are endangered 
in the sense that the present agita- 
tion might very naturally tend to 
abate the interest of the Japanese of- 
ficials in the execution of their obli- 
gations in view of the unfriendly at- 
titude assumed by some elements on 
the Pacific coast. 

It is these considerations that have 
influenced the president in reaching 
the conclusion that everything pos- 
sible should be done to prevent the 
enactment of legislation by any state 
that would discriminate against the 
Japanese as a class apart from other 
foreign elements entering America. 

There is no objection whatever by 
the administration to laws prohibit- 
ing all aliens fram holding land. This 
is now, under the revised statutes, 
the law in the District of Columbia 
and the territories and some of the 
states. Indeed, there is a similar law 
in Japan, and the government of that 
country consequently could not regard 
it as anti-Japanese legislation if 
adopted in California. 

The president has confidence in the 
people of the Pacific coast, and is 
certain that they will do right fa this 
matter. 


Roosevelt Censure Silene 

Carson City, Feb. 3.—The Anti- 
Japanese resolution that was {ntro- 
duced in the assembly Monday by 
Speaker Giffen was shorn of its vin- 
dictive points Tuesday. The matter 
was taken up by the governor and the 
leaders of both political parties, and 
after a conference it was decided to 
eliminate the portions censuring 
President Roosevelt. 

The resolution as amended declares 
that the state of California is justified 
in its action and urges that that state 
pass a law that will tend to exclude 
the Japanese race; also that Nevada 
views with alarm the attempted en- 
croachment of the government on 
state rights. 

The resolution will go to the senate, 
where it probably will be trimmed 
further, as the Republican members 
of that body express the view that it 
is passing the bounds of good judg- 
ment. 


Exclusion League Kept Busy 

San Francisco, Feb. 3.—The anti- 
Japanese agitation on the Pacific 
coast, which has been fanned into 
new life by the introduction of radi- 
cal measures in the legislatures of 
California and Nevada, has been 
carried on quietly for some time by 
the Asiatic Exclusion League, but ap- 
parently is causing no excitement in 
either state outside of the capitals. 

All of the bills introduced in the 
California legislature have been 
made the special order of business in 
the assembly for today and lively de- 
bates may be anticipated.

Bhould Be Encouraged to Seek South 
America’s Rich Markets 

New York, Feb. 3.—A plea for a 
larger American mercantile marine as 
& means of acquiring new commercial 
Outlets in South America was made 
by John Barrett, director of the In- 
ternational Bureau of American Re- 
publics, at last night’s session of the 
National Merchant Marine congress. 

Mr. Barrett quoted statistics re- 
cently compiled by his bureau to show 
that the commerce of the twenty inde- 
pendent republics comprising Latin 
America has increased over $1,000,- 
000,000 in the last ten years and urged 
the subsidizing of United States ships 
of commerce, to the end that the ad- 
vantage of the nearer proximity of 
the United States be not surrendered 
to European nations having estab- 
lished lines of rapid communication by 
sea with the rich markets of South 
America, now in process of active de- 
velopment. 


TO APPEAR IN COURT 


Patrick Will Leave Sing Sing Prison, 
Temporarily at Least 

New York, Feb. 3.—Justice Gaynor 
of the appellate division of the gu- 
preme court in Brooklyn has granted 
a writ of habeas corpus calling for the 
appearance of Lawyer Albert T. Pat- 
rick, now serving a commuted sen- 
tence of life imprisonment in Sing 
Sing for the murder of William M. 
Rice, before the full appellate divi- 
sion. 

William L. McDonald, counsel for 
Patrick, asked for the writ on the 
legal proposition that the commutation 
of the death penalty to life imprison- 
ment by the late Governor Higgins 
was not warranted, in that it was a 
change of punishment not provided 
by statute for the crime for which 
Patrick was convicted, and that the 
change was to the prisoner’s disad- 
vantage in that it was an imposition 
of a different and greater punish- 
ment.

FACED POE’S REVOLVER. 


Col. Jobn H. Montague of Richmond 
says the New York Tribune tells of the 
uvique distinction if so it may be 
called, of gazing down the barrel of a 
revolver behind which gleamed the 
eyes of Edgar Allen Poe. 

‘*The editor of ‘‘The Whig’ and Pue 
kept bachelors’ hall at the time,’ said 
Col. Montague. ‘‘I recall that on one 
occasion they had entertained some 
friends at dinner. Happening to be 
passing the house about nightfall, and 
hearing a great noise from within, 1 
entered. 

‘‘T had not gone many steps before 
I saw Poe standing at the top of the 
landing, half dressed, with a gun in 
his hand, which he was levelling at me, 
[ was almost paralyzed with appreben- 
sion, but dared not turn and run back. 

“Being very young and active, I 
dived under the gun, and, embracing 
the poet asked him if he could give me 
a drink. The question and my expres- 
sion touched his heart, and he invited 
me in.” 

Only three other persons are now 
alive in Richmond who knew Poe. 
They are Mrs. Susan Archer Weiss, 
John Fergusou, who had the distinc- 
tion of eating a piece of Poe’s wedding 
cake, and Dr. Richard G. Crouch.

IS INEVITABLE 


Bunau Varilla Insists That Gatun 
Dam Is Unsafe 


—_———_—_——. 


GIVES REASONS FOR OPINION 


Lack of*Supporting Power of “Thick 
Marine Deposit of Blue Clay”—Plac- 
Ing of Counterweights on Both Sides 
to Prevent Ground From Escaping 
Under Weight of Dam Will Not 
Prevent Disaster 


Paris, Feb. 3.—M. Bunau-Varilla, 
in an interview, himself replies to 
Colonel Goethal’s reply to his state- 
ments regarding the instability of the 
future Gatun dam of the Panama 
canal. 

“The lack of supporting power of 
the ‘thick marine deposit of blue 
clay’ which will underlie the Gatun 
dam is now revealed by the slide of 
the Gatun dam rock toe and by the 
‘pushing up of the clay underneath,’ 


as happened at La Boca,” said 
Bunau-Varilla. y 

“It leads therefore to the conclu- 
sion that the sentence written by 


Colonel Goethals in his August report 
about the material below the Gatun 
dam is now and forever withdrawn 
and condemned. This sentence is so 
worded: 

“‘The material encountered is of 
such character ts to be amply strong 
for supporting the structure.’ 

“From now on it may be said that 
the structure which was conceived by 
the minority of the consulting board 
is condemned, as was condemned the 
other dam of the same project, the 
La Boca dam. 

“Both have been demonstrated by 
facts impossible of execution under 
the form and by the methods which 
were projected for them. For the La 
Boca dam the solution was to aban- 
don the site. For the Gatun dam the 
remedy proposed is less radical; it 
consists in placing counterweights on 
both sides to prevent the ground from 
escaping under the weight of the 
dam. 

“I consider this solution as entirely 
illusionary, and therefore of the most 
dangerous character. 

“The injection of the water into the 
whole mass at the first movement 
which it will make in its effort to ob- 
tain a new equilibrum under the new 
condition of forces will entail, 
or later, the inevitable catastrophe. 

“When the conclusion demonstrated 
by facts is that a dam is not stable 
naturally, no artificial expedients of 
such kind should be resorted to. The 
only remedy is to condemn the dam.”

Court Martial For Army Surgeon Be- 
cause of Middy’s Injuries 

Washington, Feb. 3.—Surgeon 
Francis S. Nash, who has been on 
duty at the naval academy at Annapo- 
lis, is to be tried by court martial 
in Washington Feb. 10 on charges of 
having administered improper profes- 
sional treatment to Midshipman Harry 
W. Stephenson of Nebraska. 

Nash was detached from duty and 
ordered to his home. It is charged 
that he used too strong a solution of 
nitrate of silver in treating Stephen- 
son’s eyes and that Stephenson's 
sight has been impaired. 


Manchester Wants State House 

Manchester, N. H., Feb. 3.—A 
resolution was introduced in the 
board of aldermen recommending the 
appropriation of $1,000,000 for the 
purpose of building a state house in 
this city. The resolution was passed 
by the aldermen and awaits the con- 
currence of the common council. 


Congress Bars Opium Trade 
Washington, Feb. 3.—The im- 
portation of opium into the United 
States, except for medicinal purposes, 
is prohibited by a house bill passed 
by the senate. The bill will become 
law when signed by the president. 


Increase In State Tax 
Concord, N. H., Feb. 3.—The 
New Hampshire house of representa- 
tives passed a bill increasing the state 
tax for the year 1909 from $500,000 
to $800,000, to meet an existing deficit 
in the state treasury.

Chicago, Feb. 3.—The American 
Trust and Savings bank was appointed 
receiver for the Winona Publishing 
company of this city.

The supporters of the bill contended 
that the state was being overrun by 
thrifty Japanese, who were gradu- 
ally gaining an impregnable position 
as land owners and whose government 
was trying to dictate to California re- 
garding legislation. } 


Two sensational speeches were 
made, one for and one against the} 
measure. Assemblyman Johnson, 


congressman and author of four Dills 
segregating Japanese in schools and 
residential districts and preventing | 
aliens being members of corporations, | 
made an impassioned appeal for the | 
enactment of the Dill. | 2 

Nathan G. Cole, who was elected} 
with the endorsement of the Union 
Labor party, opposed the bill on the | 
ground that it was in confict with the 
state constitution, that it was in- 
imical to union labor, and that it was 
not favored by the national adminis- 
tration, which, he said, was dealing ' 
with a delicate problem and should 
be supported by the people of Califor- 
nia. 

In his opening remarks Drew said | 
that already there were in California 
40,000 Japanese, most of whom had 
belonged to the Japanese army, 
could be mobilized at a moment's 
notice in case of hostilities.

South Norwalk, Conn., Feb. 4.—

L. Woodson, editor of The American 
Press, died at John’s hospital 
here. 

While trying to board a train here 
last Saturday Mr. Woodson fell and 
i his right foot was amputated. After 
being taken to the hospital it was 
found that amputation of the leg be- 
|} low the knee was necessary. The im- 
mediate cause of death was 
poisoning. The burial will occur in 
Lynchburg, Va. 

Mr. Woodson as editor of The 
American Press became known to 
newspaper men throughout the coun- 
try. He had been connected with 
the American Press Association many 
years. Mr. Woodson was formerly 
one of the best known newspaper men 
of the south. He was a native of 
Virginia, but lived also in Georgia 
and other southern states.

BIGAMY IS ALLEGED

Newark, N. J., Feb. 5.—There 
were sensational developments in the

CONFESSES TO 
KILLING KLIFF 


Monet Struck Dow Dowi Ag3d Man 
With a Draft Bolt 


GIVES DETAILS OF THE CRIME 


Entered Lunch Room Ostensibly to 
Buy a Pipe and Committed Crime as 
Proprietor Turned to Get It—Wife 
Comes to His Aid and Is Also As- 
saulted—Divided Stolen Money With | 
His Accomplice 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Feb. 5.—Na- 
poleon Monat, arrested at Holyoke, 
Mass., for the murder on Jan. 24 of | 


John Kliff, an aged restaurant keeper 
at Hopewell Junction, told the au- 
thorities his own story of the horrible 
crime. George Conrow, Monat’s ac- 
complice, is also in jail, charged with 
murder. 

“It was all prearranged by Conrow 
and myself,” said Monat to Chief of 
Police McCabe. “We left the caboose 
In the yard in which we had been 
sleeping a little after 4 o'clock Sun- 


day morning. L procured a draft 
bolt and we went toward the Kiliff 
house together. Conrow agreed to 


watch at the crossing while I got the 
money. 
“When I entered the lunch room I 


for a cob pipe. KIliff turned to get! 
the pipe and I struck him on the head 
with the bolt. He did not fall and I 
struck him again, causing him to fall 
the floor. 

“The noise awakened Mrs. Kliff and 
she came out and grabbed me by the 
shoulders. I struck her with the bolt 
and she fell in my arms. I carried 
her back to her bed, wrapped her in 
the bedclothes, and I then took the 
money from a handbag. There was 
$500 in bills and $25 in silver. 

“I then left the building, whistled 
for Conrow and together we went back 
to the caboose to divide the money. 
We each took $250 of the bills and I 
kept the silver. 

“That morning Conrow and I both 
viewed the remains after the discov- 
ery of the murder. We then went to 
New Haven, where we bought clothes 
and lavished our money on women. 
From there I went to Holyoke, where 
I was arrested.” 

Both men will be arraigned in court 
today, charged with murder in the 
first degree.

WIVES ARE SERVANTS. 

Polygamy is the rule in Nigeria, the 
reason given by the natives being that 
it is impossible for one woman to do 
all the work of the house, look after 
the children, prepare and cook the 
food, fetch the daily supply of water 
(often an arduous job,) cultivate the 
plantation and go to market. 

And the reason is that the African 
is an exceedingly hungry person. It is 
their custom to eat several times a 
day when at home, and the men spend 
most of their day sitting in the 
palavar house or market place, while 
the women bring the food all day long. 

One wife could not possibly do 
this. Besides the African lady en- 
courages it, for she says: “The more 
wives the less work.” 

Among the Ahiaras, Onichas, Obu- 
wus and the lower class of pagan 
tribes in the interior there is very lit- 
tle form of marriage. As soon as a 
man has the means he pays the par- 
ents what they want in the shape of 
goats, cows, beads, money and takes 
the girl. There is no ceremony at all.| 
The more wives he has indicates a 
richer man and that he will be better 
looked after. 

If, of course, they can manage to 
seize a woman from the neighboring 
tribe while she is fetchimg water or 
working on her farm so much ma 
cheaper.—New York World.

even, swinging stride which rarely 
varied, Tom Longboat, the Onondaga 


Indian from Canada, won the in-door 
Marathon race last night at Madison 
Square Garden when victory seemed 
almost within the grasp of the plucky 
English champion runner, Alfred 
Shrubb, who collapsed in the twenty- 
fifth mile, leaving the Indian to fin- 
ish alone. 

Longboat’s time for the race was 
2 hours, 53 minutes, 40 2-5 seconds, 
which is nearly eight minutes behind 
the record made by Dorando, the 
Italian, in his race with Johnny 
Hayes, the Olympic Marathon win- 
ner, last fall. The Indian finished in 
fine fettle and was in nowise dis- 
tressed. 

The big garden was thronged with 
excited thousands who cheered the 
two contestants almost continually 
throughout the race. 

Shrubb, as was predicted by his 
followers, set out at the pistol shot at 
@ pace that was remarkable. He 
gained lap after lap on his Indian 
rival, who continued to run in steady 
fashion. Only once or twice and that 
after the first fifteen miles had been 
passed, did Longboat increase his 
pace. Then finding that Shrubb was 
still strong, he fell back again to his 
former pace. 

Pandemonium broke loose during 
the twenty-second mile, when Shrubb 
walked a few yards. It was appar- 
ent that he was in some distress, but 
he was soon off again with a swing- 
ing stride, though it could be seen, 
that his pace had slackened percept- | 
ibly. | 

Cheered on by his bride and the | 
shouts of his friends Longboat in- 
creased his pace and soon began/| 
Tapidly to cut down the lead of the | 
now fast tiring Englishman. 

The end of the twenty-third mile} 
found Longboat only four laps be- | 
hind Shrubb, who frequently broke 
his pace and walked to rest himself. ; 
The Indian kept relentlessly on and} 
in the first half of the twenty-fourth | 
mile caused a hurricane of applause 
by regaining another lap on his rival. 

Shrubb was in evident distress and } 
it was only by a plucky effort that he 
kept struggling on. Longboat re- 
gained another lap at the end of the 
twenty-fourth mile and was now set- 
ting the pace, with Shrubb manfully 
following him. 

The thousands of spectators were 


now in a turmoil. They yelled and 
cheered as the Indian slowly moved 
up abreast of the Englishman, who 


Was now but a scant lap ahead in the 
second lap of the twenty-fifth mile. |

distress, while Shrubb, unable to run 
any further, began to walk. 
Longboat quickly took the lead and

DIRECT NOMINATIONS 


Speaker of New York Assembly Op- 
poses Ideas of Hughes 
Albany, Feb. 6.—In an address be- 
fore the New York State Lumber- 
men’s association last night Speaker 
Wadsworth of the assembly came out 
strongly against Governor 
the matter of direct nominations. In 
voicing the opposition of the Repub- 
lican state leaders to the plan which 
the governor is advocating vigorously 

Mr. Wadsworth said: 

“If the party voters exercise the 
powers. which are theirs under the 
present sytem, is is safe to assume 
that the nominee of the convention 
will represent in a great majority of 
instances the sentiments of a great 
majority of his party. In a direct pri- 
mary election, however, no such per- 
centage necessary to success; a 
mere plurality may be sufficient. 

“Effective fusion between two par- 
ties is practically impossible under di- 
rect nominations. When you estab- 
lish direct primaries you had better 
make up your minds to say goodby to 
judges without opposition, and you 
may as well prepare to see the judi- 
ciary thrown into politics to just such 
a greater degree.

| jections, 


however, is the question of 
expense—not so much the expense to 
which the public would be subjected 
by having two elections a year and 
the conseguent disturbance of busi- 
ness, but rather the expense to which 
the candidates will be subjected.

ENGINEER Al AT FAULT 


| Failed to Observe saipancce Signals and 


Derailment Resulted 

Boston, Feb. 6.—The derailing of 
an express train from Boston for Port- 
land last Wednesday night at Scar- 
boro Crossing, Me., was due to the 
failure of the engineer to observe the 
danger signals, according to Super- 
intendent C. E. Lee. It was at first 
reported that a broken rail was prob- 
ably the cause of the accident.

To the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return without approval 
house resolution 16,954, entitled “An 
act to provide for the thirteenth and 
subsequent decennial censuses.” Ido 
this with extreme reluctance, because 
I fully realize the importance of sup- 
plying the director of the census at as 
early a date as possible with the force 
necessary to the carrying on of his 
work. But it is of high consequence 
to the country that the statistical work 
of the census shall be conducted with 
entire accuracy. ‘This is as important 
from the standpoint of business and 
industry as from the scientific stand- 
point. It is therefore, in my judg- 
ment, essential that the result should 
not be open to the suspicion of bias 
on political and pérsonal grounds, that 
{t should not be open to the reasonable 
suspition of being a waste of the peo- 
ple’s money and a fraud. 

Section 7 of the act provides in effect 
that appointments to the census shall 
be under the spoils system, for this is 
the real meaning of the provision that 
they shall be subject only to noncom- 
petitive examination. The proviso is 
added that they shall be selected with- 
out regard to political party affiliations. 
But there is only one way to guaran- 
tee that they shall be selected without 
regard to politics and on merit, and 
that is by choosing them after compet- 
itive examination from the lists of ell- 
gibles provided by the civil service 
commission.

Hygienic Campaign 


New York, Feb. 6.—Dr. Irving 
Fisher, professor of political economy 
at Yale and president of the committee 
of one hundred on national health, 
speaking at a meeting of life insurance 
presidents, proposed the expenditure 
of money by life insurance companies 
in a campaign of education to improve 
hygienic conditions throughout the 
United States. 

The practical application of all the 
reforms now known to modern hy- 
giene, he said, would increase the 
span of human life in America more 
than fifteen years—or over one-third. 

This decreased mortality, he said, 
would so lessen the cost of insur- 
ance that the returns to policyhold- 
ers would be many times more than 
the original expenditure. Then, too, 
there would be a vast economical gain 
to the country in general by reason of 
the prolongation of the lives of 
trained, efficient men.

A SCOTCH RING. 


One of the Royal Jewels, It Had a 
Melancholy History. 

The traditional history of the Scotch 
regalia ring is of the most tragic, not 
to say melancholy, character. It is be- 
lieved that it was the favorite ring of 

Mary Stuart and that after her ju- 

dicial murder in Fotheringay castle it 

was transmitted to her son. From 
| James it descended to Charles I., at 
whose coronation at Scone in 1633 it 
| played a distinct part. Once more did 
| this ill fated ring figure at an untimely 
| and ill merited death, for, with almost 
| his last breath upon the scaffold at 
| Whitehall, Charles bequeathed it to 

Bishop Juxon in trust for his son. 

In due course of time the ring came 
| into the possession of James II. and 
| was carried away with him on his 
flight to the continent. When, however, 
jhe was detained by the fishermen at 
‘Sheerness, the ring, which had been 
; secreted in the king’s underclothing, 
only escaped robbery by the luckiest 
of mistakes on the part of the sailor 
who searched him. Thus the ring was 
passed on uninjured to James’ de- 
scendants till by bequest of Cardinal 
| York it became the property of the 
reigning dynasty once more and was 
by them replaced among the royal 
jewels of Scotland, from which it had 


been separated for many a long year.—

A Chicago court has decided that a 


DECAY OF THE TEETH. 


The Three Principal Couses—Food 


That is Cleansing in Effect. 
Of all physical ailments to which 


the human race is subject, decay of 
the teeth is perhaps the most general

debt. Perhaps that’s one season why]|of modren times, for examination of 


ancient skulls has shown that al- 
though the ancients suffered from de- 
caying teeth they did not suffer to 
such an extent as we do today. The 
examination of the school children 
of the present day betrays an appall- 
ing state of affaris in this regard. 

We know that the tooth itself is 
covered with a shield of enamel which 
is intended to remain intact and pre- 
serve the dentine or real tooth mater- 
ail, from the assaults of harmful 
zerms formed in the mouth, principal- 
ly by reason of the lodgment of parti- 
cles of food between the teeth or in 
small depressions and dents. Certain 
kinds of food, especiaily sugars and 
starchy foods, if allowed to remain 
in contact with the teeth set up an 
acid fermentation, during which the 
bacteria which are produced literally 
feed upon the teeth, first eating away 
the enamel and when that is gone 
burrowing down into the dentine un- 
til the pulp of the tooth is exposed. 
As soon as they reach the nerve of 
the tooth a terrible toothache an- 
nounces the fact. 

There are three causes behind all 
this trouble—improper food, wrong 
ways of eating and lack of cleanliness. 
The mistake of serving too much over- 
cooked, soft food is responsible for 
much of the trouble, and this is just 
as true for little children as it is for 
adults. The teeth were given us to 
bite with and to chew with, and if 
they are defrauded of their natural 
work they become unhealthy. 

In addition to this, certain articles 
of food, such as raw apples and nuts, 
which call for mastication before 
swallowing, are absolutely cleansing 
in their effect upon the teeth. Mech- 
anically they remove masses of soft 
decomposing material. Besides this, 
masticating promotes the ‘flow of 
saliva, which in its turn helps the 
growth of the good germs which are 
needed to fight the bad ones, for it 
should be remembered when it is said 
that the mouth is always full of 
bacteria that the good germs are mak- 
ing a brave fight there as well as 
anywhere else in the body. 

Finally a toothbrush should be the 
first birthday present, and its regular 
and persistant use should be made a 
most important part of the child’s 
early training. A simple alkaline 
toothwash or cream should be used 
once a day, and the dentist should be 
consulted at regular intervals, be- 
cause there is no matter in which pre- 
vention is so surely better than cure 
as in the care of the teeth.

After neglecting her forests for 
hundreds of years, Great Britain has 
come to the front with the most far- 
sighted proposal for forest work and 
land improvement ever advanced by 
any nation in a single plan. 

The recommendation just made to 
the British Government by the Royal 
Commission on Afforestation and 
Coast Erosion will make England 
self-supporting in the production ot 
timber if successfully carried out. 

The report embraces two separate 
proposals, involving the forestation 
in one case of 9,000,000, and in the 
other of 6,000,000 acres. The former 
proposal calls for the forest planting 
of 150,000 acres a year for sixty years 
at an annual cost of $450,000 at the 
beginning to over $15,00,000 at the end 
of the period. After the fortieth 
year,, however, the forest would be- 
come helf-supporting. After eighty 
years, the forest would have 
a value of $2,810,000 000, which is 
$535,000,000 in excess of the cost of 
producing it, and would yield a _ net 
annual reyenue of $87,500,00, or $9.73 
per acre from land now barely pro- 
ducing 50 cents per acre. 

Great Britain has long been depend- 
ent upon outside sources for her 
wood supplies. But the constantly in- 
creasing demand for wood, together 
with the overdrain already made up- 
on these sources, indicates a world 
shortage of wood unless those coun- 
tries which now have to import are 
able to establish and maintain their 
forest independence and grow the 
needed wood at home. Most of the 
countries of Europe have taken care 
to keep up the home wood output by 
looking after their forests before they 
were destroyed or hopelessly deplet- 
ed, and managing them for a_ sus- 
stained annual yield about equal to 
the demand. The British Isles, how- 
ever, are practically stripped of pro- 
ductive forests. If Great Britain is 
to grow her own wood, she will have 
to begin at the beginning, set out the 
seedlings on treeless grounds,and wait 
for them to reach marketable size. 
The Commission recommends that 
this work of starting future national 
forests from the seed be undertaken 
“as asound and remunerative in- 
vestment.” 

The proposal of the commission is 
especially interesting to Americans in 
view of the fact that the measures 
that are now being proposed in the 
United States are so much simpler 
and less expensive. In this country 
the forests are already on the ground. 
All that is necessary is to bring them 
to a state of full productiveness. The 
present annual production of forests 
in the United States is scarcely more 
than twelve cubic feet per acre of all 
kinds of wood.

lowing them to continue as debts, the 
payment of which may be postponed 
indefinitely. Through the credit bu- 
reau ‘any tailor will be able to get a 
complete record of any person apply- 
ing for credit, if that person has ever 
done business with any other member 
of the asociation. In this manner it 
is expected the difficulties of the sit- 
uation can be met. An exhibition of 
the new styles will also take place 
during the convention. The chief fea- 
tures, however, will have to deal with 
commercial factors. It is expected 
that definite action will be taken con- 
cerning the amount of clothing which 
the Exchange believes a person coming 
into this country should be allowed 
to bring free of duty.

In life Moran’s greatest happiness 
was in promoting the happiness of 


others. It was therefore a fitting, a 
grimly felicitous ending of his re- 


markable career, that his spirit fled 


as he finished an anecdote that ban- 
{shed pain and suffering, 


convulsed 
his listeners with laughter, and left 
with a_ smile. 
Thus the passing of John B. Moran. 


JOHN. B. MORAN. 
Attorney Moran showed indomitable 
courage throughout his illness and be- 
lieved until the last that his life would 


be spared for many years to come 
and, in fact, seemed to be improv- 
ing until within three days of his 
death. Then he was taken suddenly 
worse, but remained cheerful until the 
end, closing his life as he had lived 
it, joking and telling stories and full 
of good nature. 

The district attorney was true to his 
soubriquet of “The Man Who Dares” 
when his physician rendered the ver- 
dict of ten months ago that he was 
suffering from tuberculosis and must 
go to another climate. 

By indomitable will and brilliancy 
as a criminal lawyer and cross ex- 
aminer, as well as public debater, 
John B. Moran forced,himself into the 
public eye as few other men have done 
in the history of the commonwealth. 
Born in Wakefield 50 years ago he 
went through the schools of his na- 
tive town, Phillips Andover academy 
and Boston university, entering the 
bar and practicing in Woburn and 
Boston. 

He became one of the most keen, 
sarcastic and brilliant lawyers at the 
bar in the state. Year after year he 
opposed District Attorney Stevens in 
contests for that office and finally suc- 
ceeded in 1905 in defeating District 
Attorney Sughue as a candidate of the 
Independent Democrats and was re- 
elected as an independent candidate 
in 1907 for a second three years’ 
term. 

In 1906 he ran for governor on four 
tickets, as Democrat, Prohibitionist, 
Independence Leaguer and as a citizen 
of Boston. In the final vote he polled 
19,946, or but 7500 less than Governor 
Guild, who defeated him. 

Fearless, energetic and industrious, 
Moran immediately entered into the 
solution of practically every apparent 
evil which threatened the common- 
wealth and her citizens and soon 
found himself overwhelmed with cases 
which the courts were not large 
enough, the days long enough or fhe 
evidence sufficiently voluminous to 
bring to definite conclusion. 

Mr. Moran’s independence was 
shown in starting the campaign for 
governor when he summarily dis- 
charged his three managers and con- 
ducted kis campaign alone. He calm- 
ly refused to support Bryan and allied 
himself with the Hearst interests. 

He leaves a widowed mother, who 
resides in Wakefield, and one broth- 
er.

President-Elect Taft and Party 
Are Homeward Bound 


SATISFACTORY PROGRES MADE 


Even the Humblest Laborer Interested 
In His Work—Type of Big Ditch and 
Continuance of Present Plans Will 
Depend Upon Report to Be Submit- 
ted by Engineers by Time New Or- 
leans Is Reached 


Colon, Feb. 8.—President-elect 
William H. Taft and party left here 
Sunday afternoon on board cruiser 
North Carolina, which sailed for New 
Orleans at 6 o'clock, accompanied by 
the cruiser Montana. Just previous 
to embarking Mr. Taft gave out the 
following: 

“I am not prepared now to make a 
statement as to the results of the trip 
to the isthmus, except to say that we 
have found the work progressing in 
a most satisfactory way, the organiza- 
tion better than ever before, the 
esprit de corps excellent and the de- 
termination of all, even the humblest 
laborer, directed to the building of 
the canal. 1 am sure this has im- 
pressed itself upon every one of the 
board of visiting engineers as it has 
upon me. 

“With reference to the type of the 
canal and the continuance of the 
present plans, the engineers promise 
that they will be able to hand me their 
report by the time we land at New Or- 
leans.” 

Mr. Taft and party reached Colon 
from Panama Sunday afternoon. 
Governor Melendez and a large gath- 
ering of the Panama Railroad and the 
isthmian canal commission employes 
were at the dock to bid the president- 
elect farewell. Chief Engineer 
Goethals accompanied Taft on the 
North Carolina. He will proceed to 
Washington to discuss the appropria- 
tions necessary for the completion of 
the work. 

As the tug which transferred the 
visitors to the cruiser moved away, 
the crowds cheered heartily. Taft, 
looking the picture of health, bowed 
and called out, laughing: “Keep your 
eye on that subterranean lake at 
Gatun.” 

During his visit here, which lasted 
ten days, Taft, accompanied on many 
occasions by the special engineers 
who came to the isthmus with him, 
visited every section of the canal. His 
influence was exerted in bringing 
about a better feeling between various 
factions which have been opposing 
each other since the last election. 


CRESCENT CITY PLANS

New Orleans, Feb. 8.—Quotations 
on high silk hats and frock coats 
have taken a sudden jump in the 
local market, owing to the demand 
for them for the reception of Presi- 
dent-elect Taft this week.

Federal Courts May Be Asked! Schools In Cranston to Glose|- 


to Test California Legislation 


President Protests Against Action 


Which Combines Minimum of Effi- 
ciency With Maximum of Insult— 
Wants Legislators to Understand 
Inner Facts Without News Becoming 
Public and Making Trouble 


Washington, Feb. 9.—‘The policy 
of the administration is to combine the 
maximum of efficiency in achieving the 
real object which the people of the 
Pacific slope have at heart, with the 
minimum of friction and _ trouble, 
while the misguided men who advo- 
cate such action as this against which 
I protest are following a policy which 
combines the very minimum of effi- 
ciency with the maximum of insult, 
and which, while totally failing to 
achieve any real results for good, yet 
might accomplish an infinity of harm.” 

In this language President Roose- 
velt, in a long telegram to Speaker 
Stanton of the California assembly, 
set forth the government's view of the 
anti-Japanese school legislation now 
before that body. 

The president said that the Dill 
gives just and grave cause for irrita- 
tion and that the government would 
be obliged immediately to take action 
in the federal courts to test such 
legislation, because it is held to be 
clearly a violation of the treaty obli- 
gation of the United States. 

The telegram to Stanton was sent 
only after a conference with Senator 
Flint and Representative Kahn of 
California and F. K. Lane of the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

The president takes the view that 
the Japanese evil is something like a 
cancer in the human system, that the 
outbreaks in California and Nevada 
are like the eruptions due to a deep- 
seated disease in a human body. He 
Is coming to the conclusion that 
those trouble-making outbreaks will 
continue so long as the chief evil is 
present. 

The president has heard that Ne- 
braska and Oregon are about to fol- 
low the example of California and 
Nevada in enacting hostile Japanese 
legislation. In all states the object fs 
the same—to exclude. He fears the 
result of a widespread movement 
against the Japanese, and wants to 
stop action in other states as well as 
in California. 

The Japanese government, with ad- 
mirable patience, is keeping quiet in 
the meantime. It is stated that no 
representations on the subject of the | 
California proceedings have beeen 
made by Ambassador Takahira. It 
is further stated that the president, 
Takahira and the Japanese home offi- 
cials are all working with a thorough 
understanding and complete sym- 
pathy.

Those engaged in all other industrial 
and commercial callings have found 
it necessary under modern economic 
conditions to organize themselves for 
mutual advantage and fer the pretec- 


tion of their own particular interests | health. 


in relation to other interests. The 
farmers of every progressive Euro- 
pean country have realized this essen- 


operative system exactly the form of | 
business combination they need. 

Now, whatever the state may do to- 
ward improving the practice of agri- 
culture, it is not within the sphere of 
any government to reorganize the 
farmers’ business or reconstruct the 
social life of farming communities. 
It is, however, quite within its power 
to use its influence and the machinery 
of publicity which it can control for 
calling public attention to the needs 
and the facts. For example, it is the 


obvious duty of the government to call! 


the attention of farmers to the grow- 
ing monopolization of water power. 
The farmers, above all, should have 
that power, on reasonable terms, for 
cheap transportation, for lighting their 
homes and for innumerable uses in 
the daily tasks on the farm. 


Farmers’ Own Work Needed. 

It would be idle to assert that life 
on the farm occupies as good a post- 
tion in dignity, desirability and busi- 
ness results as the farmers might 
One of 
the chief difficulties 1s the failure of; 
country life as it exists at present to 
satisfy the higher social and intellec- 
tual aspirations of country people. 
Whether the constant draining away 
of so much of the best elements in the 
rural population into the towns Is due 
chiefly to this cause or to the superior 
business opportunities of city life may 
be open to question. But no one at 
all famillar with farm life throughout 
the United States can fail to recognize 
the necessity for building up the life 
of the farm upon its social as well as 
upon its productive side. 

It is true that country life has im- 
proved greatly in attractiveness, health 
and comfort and that the farmer's 
earnings are higher than they were. 


| 


rapidly because of the greater atten- 
tlon which is being given by the citt- 
zens of the towns to their own better- 
ment. For just this reason the intro- 
duction of effective agricultural co- 


is of the first importance. Where 
farmers are organized co-operatively 
they not only avail themselves much 
more readily of business opportunities 


that the organizations which bring 
them together in the work of their 
lives are used-also for-social and in- 
tellectual advancement. 

The co-operative plan is the best 
plan of organization wherever men 
have the right spirit to carry it out. 
Under this plan any business under- 
taking {s managed by a committee. 
Every man has one vote and only one 
vote, and every one gets profits ac- 
cording to what he sells or buys or 
supplies. It develops individual re- 
sponsibility and has a moral as well 
as a financial value over any other 

lan. 

Farmers’ Problems the Whole Country’s 

I desire only to take counsel with 
the farmers as fellow citizens. It is 
not the problem of the farmers alone 
that I am discussing with them, but 
a problem which affects every city as 
well as every farm in the country. It 
is a problem which the working farm- 
ers will have to solve for themselves, 
but it is a problem which also affects 
in only less degree all the rest of us, 
and therefore if we can render any 
help toward its solution it Is not only 
our duty, but our interest to do so. 

The foregoing will, I hope, make it 
clear why I appointed a commission to 
consider problems of farm life which 
have hitherto had far too little atten- 
tion and the neglect of which has not 
only held back life in the country, but 
also lowered the efficiency of the whole 
nation. The welfare of the farmer is 
of vital consequence to the welfare of 
the whole community. The strength- 
ening of country life, therefore, is the 
strengthening of the whole nation. 

The commission has tried to help the 
farmers to see clearly their own prob- 
lem and to see it as a whole, to distin- 
guish clearly between what the gov- 
ernment can do and what the farmers 
must do for themselves, and {t wishes 
to bring not only the farmers, but the 
nation as a whole, to realize that the! 
growing of crops, though an essential 
part, is only a part of country life. | 
Crop growing is the essential founda-

' thon, but it fs no less essential that the 


farmer shall get an adequate return’ 
for what he grows, and it {is no less 
essential—indeed, it is literally vital— 
that he and his wife and his children 
shall lead the right kind of life. 

For this reason it is of the first im- 
portance that the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, through which as 
prime agent the ideas the commission 
stands for must reach the people, 
should become without delay in fact a 
department of country life, fitted to 
deal not only with crops, but also with 
all the larger aspects of life in the open 
country. 

Three Needs of Country Life. 

From all that has been done and 
learned three great general and imme- 
diate needs of country life stand out: 

First.—Effective co-operation among 
farmers tg put them on a level with

Second.—A new kind of schools in 
the country, which shall teach the 
children as much outdoors as indoors, 
and perhaps more, so that they will 
prepare for country life and not, as at 
present, mainly for life in town. 

Third.—Better means of communica- 
tion, including good roads and a par- 
cels post, which the country people 
are everywhere, and rightly, unanl- 
mous in demanding. 

To these may well be added better 
sanitation, for easily preventable dis- 
eases hold several million country peo- 


Organization Is Necessary. 

The commisejon points out—and I 
concur in the conclusion—that the 
most important help that the govern- 
ment, whether national or state, can 
give is to show the people how to go 
about these tasks of organization, ed- 
ucation and communication with the 
best and quickest results. This can 
be done by the collection and spread 
of information. One community can 
thus be informed of what other com- 
munities have done and one country 
of what other countries have done. 
Such help by the people’s govern- 
ment would lead to a comprehensive 
plan of organization, education and 
communication and make the farm- 
ing country better to live in, for in- 
tellectual and social reasons as well 
as for purely agricultural reasons. 

The government through the de-! 
partment of agriculture does not cul- 
tivate any man’s farm for him, but it 
does put at his service useful knowl- 
edge that he would not otherwise get. 
In the same way the national and 


state governments might put into the |

Money For Expenses Asked. 
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The only recommendation I submit 
is that an appropriation of $25,000 be. 
provided to enable the commission to 


digest the material it has collected, 
and to collect and to digest much 


more that is within its reach and thus | 
complete its work. This would enable 
the commission to gather in the har- 
vest of suggestion which is resulting 
from the discussion it has stirred up. 
The commissioners have served with- 
out compensation, and I do not recom- | 
mend any appropriation for their servy-| 
ices, but only for the expenses that, 
will be required to finish the task that 
they have begun. | 

To improve our system of agricul- 
ture seems to me the most urgent of 
the tasks which lie before us. But it 
cannot, in my judgment, be effected 
by measures which touch only the ma- 
terial and technical side of the sub- 
ject. The whole business and life of 
the farmer must also be taken into 
account. Such considerations led me 
to appoint the commission on country 
ife. Our object should be to help de- 
velop in the country community the 
great ideals of community life as well 
as of personal character. One of the 
most important adjuncts to this end 
must be the country church, and I in- 
vite your attention to what the com-, 
mission says of the country church 
and of the need of an extension of 
such work as that of the Young Men's 
Christian association in country com- 
munities. Let me lay special emphasis 
upon what the commission says at the 
very end of its report on personal 
ideals and local leadership. Every-, 
thing resolves itself in the end into 
the question of personality. Neither 
society nor government can do much 
for country life unless there is volun- 
tary response in the personal ideals of 
the men and women who live in the 
country. } 

Plea For Farmers’ Wives. 

In the development of character the 
home should be more important than | 
the school or than society at large. | 
When once the basic material needs 
have been met, high ideals may be 
quite independent of income, but they | 
cannot be realized without sufficient 
income to provide adequate founda- | 
tion, and where the community at 
large is not financially prosperous it’ 
is impossible to develop a high aver- 
age personal and community ideal. In 
short, the fundamental facts of hu- 
man nature apply to men and women 
who live in the country just as 
they apply to men and women 
who live in the towns. Given a suffi- 
cient foundation of material well be- 
ing, the influence of the farmers and 
farmers’ wives on their children be- 
comes the factor of first importance 
in determining the attitude of the next 
Beneration toward farm life. The 
farmer should realize that the person 
who most needs consideration on the 
farm is his wife. I do not in the least 
mean that she should purchase ease at 
the expense of duty. Neither man nor 
woman {s really happy or really useful 
Save on condition of doing his or her 
duty. If the woman shirks her duty 
as housewife, as home keeper, as the 
mother whose prime function it is to 
bear and rear a sufficient number of 
healthy children, then she is not en- 
titled to our regard. i But if she does 
her duty she is more entitled to our 
regard even than the man who does | 
his duty, and the man should show 
special considerafion for her needs. 

I warn my countrymen that the 
great recent progress made in city life | 
is not a full measure of our civiliza- | 
tion, for our civilization rests at bot- 
tom on the wholesomeness, the attrac- 
tiveness and the completeness as well | 
as the prosperity of life in the country. | 
The men and women on the farms | 
stand for what is fundamentally best | 
and most needed in our American life. | 
Upon the development of country life 
rests ultimately our ability by meth- 
ods of farming requiring the highest 
intelligence to continue to feed and 
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clothe the hungry nations, to supply 
he city with fresh blood, clean bodies 
and clear brains that can endure the 
terrific strain of modern life. We neeq 
the development of men in the open 
country, who will be in the future, ag 
in the past, the stay and strength of 
the nation in time of war and its guid.

“Quincy Book” Shows Advan- 
fages of Quincy Water Front 


A meeting of the 
what is known as the “Quincy Book” 
was held last evening at the office of 
Frank Fessenden Crane, 19 Temple 
street. This is a book which was 
compiled to supplement the Brockton 
and Boston Canal Book, at the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress 
at Washington, in December, twenty- 
two hundred being givén away at that 
time, going into every state In the 
union except Utah, Which was not 
represented at the congress. 

This book had as a frontispiece a 
cut representing the launching of the 
North Dakota, which was followed by 
a map of the Brockton canal, with 
the Edward Parrish canal and the 
outlet at Quincy, showing its 30 foot 
channels to Boston and the open #éa. 
This was followed by a ahott history 
of Quincy by W. R. Thomas, a briet 
sketch of the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company by Admiral Francis T. 
Bowles, a history of the granite in- 
dustry by John L. Miller, president of 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Assocla- 
tion and other bits of Quincy’s water 
front history from various sources.

Isthmian Canal Committee’s 
Opinion of Lock System 


MAKES A SENSATIONAL REPORT 


Chairman Kittredge Says That From 
Present Estimates the Big Ditch 
Will Cost $400,000,000—Construed 
as Greatest Attack Yet Made on 
Program of President Roosevelt— ! 
Future Policy Seems Uncertain 


Washington, Feb. 10.—With the 
charge that a tremendous mistake was 
made in adopting the lock instead of 


the sea-level type of canal for Pana- 
ma, and that from present estimates , 
it may be expected the lock canal will | 
cost $40,000,000, Senator Kittredge of 
South Dakota, chairman of the isth- | 
mian canal committee, presented to 
the senate a sensational report on that 
project and the progress of the work 
on it. 

The report indicates that the com- 
mittee has changed front since the 
time, two years ago, when it ac- | 
quiesced in the demand for the lock 
canal. It is also construed as the 
greatest attack yet made on _ the 
program and policies of President 
Roosevelt, who assumed the personal 
responsibility of the change to the lock 
type after the international board of 
consulting engineers had made a ma- 
jority report for the sea-level plan. 
The majority of that board voted for 
sea-level; the minority, including , 
however, most of the Americans on ' 
the board, for the lock ditch. | 

Senators Foraker and Teller also 
declared that they believed a grave 
mistake had been made in adopting 
the lock project. Kittredge took oc- | 
casion to say that the canal commit- 
tee disapproved of the proposed issue ! 
of bonds, and he read a statement of 
the expenditures on account of the | 
canal showing that to date they have! 
been $170,964,468. 

The tone and temper of the senate’s 
reception of the Kittredge report in- | 
dicated clearly that a determined at- 
tack is to be made on the whole con- 
duct of the canal business. 

Senator Kittredge spoke with em- 
phasis and something very like bitter- 
ness. He had been the leader of 
the fight in the senate for the sea-level 
type, and was only defeated on a 
close vote, after a fight in which 
President Roosevelt and the then 
Secretary of War Taft used their 
utmost influence and activity to line 
enough votes against him. | 

Yesterday’s developments make it 
certain that the Roosevelt administra- 
tion will go out and the Taft adminis- 
tration will come in with the whole 
canal question muddled and befogged, 
and with the question of future policy 
looming large and uncertain. The re- 
peated expressions of misgivings and 
uncertainty about the whole scheme on 
which the government is now working 
are condensed into the Kittredge re- 
port.

WARD LINES ELIMINAT~D 


Newly Born City to Experiment With 
New System of Government 


Concord, N. H., Feb. 10.—The 
state house of representatives passed 
a bill providing for a city charter for 
Claremont. Up to the last election 
Claremont was the largest town in the 
state, but at that time the citizens 
voted to adopt a city government and 
charter. 

Under the provisions of the charter 
the usual ward lines are eliminated 
and officers are elected without regard 
to the section of the city in which they 
reside. Non-partisan politics will ob- 
tain in the selection of the mayor 
and nine councilmen, in whom the 
city government will be vested. The 
latter serve without pay. 

The mayor is given the power of ap- 
pointing to office several municipal 
officers who are usually elected by 
the people. Some of these officers, 
likewise, will have under their super- 
vision the work of customarily dis- 
tinct departments and have the ap- 
pointive power over them.

Frank Fessenden Crane reported 
that Judge Loyed Chamberlain, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Board of 
Trade had accepted the invitation of 
the Association for March 10, and 
would speak on the subject “Atlantic 
Deeper Waterways.” 


Mr. Crane and the secretary were 
made a committee to obtain if possi- 
ble from the Mayor the use of City 


Hall for Judge Chamberlain’s lecture 
in order that the citizens might be in- 
vited to attend. 

Mr. Crane also reported that in a 
short time the Metropolitan Improve- 
ment Commission would give a hear- 
ing in regard to Quincy's waterfront 
and its relative connection with the 
New York, Quincy and Bos- 
ton canal.

PRESSURE HAS 
DESIRED EFFECT 


Californians Reverse Previous 
Anti-Japanese Attitude 
SEGREGATION BILL IS KILLED 


Its Supporters Make Strong Effort to 
Resurrect It, but Are Defeated Ina 
Close Vote—Legislature Now Clear 
of Any Measure Objected to by 

Administration After 


National 
Warm and Lengthy Argument 


Sacramento, Feb. 11.—Yielding to 
the pressure brought to bear by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Governor Gillett, 
the California assembly reversed its 
previous position by reconsidering the 
former vote on the segregation of 
Japanese students in the public 
schools and finally rejecting the meas- 
ure by a vote of 41 to 37. 

An effort by the supporters of the 
bill further to reconsider was lost by 
a vote of 38 to 38, and the assembly 
is now clear of any Japanese measuré 
objected to by the national adminis- 
tration. 

The fight for the suppression of the 
bill was won only after many hours of 
heated debate on the floor. The 
struggle started at 10:30 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning on the presentation 
of a resolution by Assemblyman 
Transue of Los Angeles affirming the 
right of the state to govern its 
schools, but withdrawing the Jap- 
anese segregation measure because of 
the president’s objection to it, and it 
lasted until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when Grove L. Johnson’s motion 
to reconsider his defeated 
school segregation bill was defeated. 

The anti-Japanese forces in the 


of the school segregation bill on which 
the fight hinged, and Louis W. 
Junillard, Democratic floor leader, 
while the opposition was directed by 
Transue and Richard Melrose. 


, Transue’s resolution opened the de- 


bate and the fight was really on this 
measure, the reconsideration motion 
not being put until there had been a 
lengthy argument. 

Mr. Johnson repeated his defiance 
of the president and called upon the 
assembly to “stand by its guns.” He 
was answered by Transue and Mel- 
rose, every phase of the question be- 
ing reviewed. 

Mr. Transue suddenly withdrew his 
resolution and the discussion centered 
on the reconsideration motion pre- 
sented by, Walter Leeds. This was 
finally forced to a vote and was car- 
ried by 43 to 34. The rolleall on the 
bill itself immediately followed and it 
was rejected by a vote of 41 to 37. 


Mr. Johnson was at once on his 
feet with a motion again to recon- 
sider. This motion was put to a vote 


and resulted 38 to 38 and the bill was 
dead. 

Governor Gillett says that the next 
matter to be taken up by the assembly 
will be the proposed appropriation of 
$10,000 for compiling a census of 
Japanese in California. He says that 
if, from the data gathered, it is 
found necessary, congress will be 
urged to enact an Asiatic exclusion 
measure. 


PLACE ON HONOR ROLL 


Awaits First Wireless Operator to Pick 
Up News of Fleet 
Newport, R. I., Feb. 11.—As the 
Atlantic fleet approaches Hampton 
Roads from Gibraltar on its final lap 
after its cruise around the world, 
every wireless station on the coast 
maintained by the navy department is 
anxiously awaiting to pick up the 
news of the ships and to be the first 

to definitely locate them. 

The operator to pick up the first 
message will be placed on the honor 
roll, and every naval wireless opera- 
tor is awaiting and listening in the hope 
of being able to receive and flash the 
first intelligence which will be sent 
to the secretary of the navy.

GETS TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 


Scores of Robberies Were Traced to 
a Convicted Housebreaker 
Boston, Feb. 11.—The unusually 
long sentence of not less than twenty- 
five nor more than thirty years for 
housebreaking was meted out to 
Charles Davis of Jersey City by 
Chief Justice Aiken in the superior 

court. . 

Davis had been found guilty of en- 
tering the house of Frank O. Kimball 
of this city on Jan. 10 and the judge 
also took into consideration the fact 
that more than a score of robberies 
throughout the state, in which prop- 
erty valued at $6000 was involved, 
had been traced to the prisoner. 

Davis is 34 years old. A pal, Harry 
J. Lee of this city, was sentenced to 
two years in the house of correction. 


IRISHMEN ARE GRATEFUL 


Dublin Convention Thanks Americans 
For Their Generous Support 

Dublin, Feb. 11.—On the re- 
assembling here of the national con- 
vention, one of the first acts was the 
adoption of a resolution expressing the 
appreciation of the delegates for the 
generous support given by America 
to the Irish cause. 

In moving this resolution Mr. 
lon said the United States became 
bound to the Irish race during the 
days of darkness and misfortune by 
ties which the lapse of time never 
could sever. He pointed out the suc- 
cess that Irishmen have achieved in 
America and said that Ireland owed 
a deep debt of gratitude to the land 
of the Stars and Stripes. 

The convention came to a conclu- 
sion with a speech by John E. Red- 
mond, who declared that only dis- 
cord among the Irish themselves 
could prevent the coming of home 
rule.

OURSCORE and seven years ago our fathers brought forth upon 
this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty and dedicated 
to the proposition that all men are created equal. 

Now we are engaged in a great civil war, testing whether that 
nation, or any nation so conceived and so dedicated, can long endure. 
We are met on a great battlefield of that war. We have come to dedi- 
cate a portion of that field as a final resting place for those who here 
gave their lives that that nation might live. It is altogether fitting 
and proper that we should do this. 

But in a larger sense we cannot dedicate, we cannot consecrate, 
we cannot hallow, this ground. The brave men, living and dead, who 
struggled here have consecrated it far above our power to add or de- 
tract. The world will little note nor long remember what we say here, 
but it can never forget what they did here. It is for us, the living, 
rather, to be dedicated here to the unfinished work which they who 
fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. It is rather for us to 
be here dedicated to the great task remaining before us—that from 
these honored dead we take increased devotion to that cause for which 
they gave the last full measure of devotion; that we here highly re- 
solve that these dead shall not have died in vain; that this nation, under 
God, shall have a new birth of freedom, and that government of the 
people, by the people and for the People shall not perish from the > earth.

Lincoln and Darwin, perhaps the 
most celebrated of the list, were born 
on the same day. One abolished chat 
tel slavery, preserved the world’s 
greatest repubi¢e and set democratic 
government a long step forward; the 
other revolutionized science and wrote 


the word “evolution” into the lan 
guage and thoughts of men 

Lincoln's fame has grown with ev- 
ery hour since his death «and is yet 
growing. His hold on the hearts of 
men comes not alone from his acts 
These but bronght him into the publie 
eye. It was the sweetness of his char 
acter, his mercy and simplicity, his 
loyalty to truth, his homely common | 
sense, his literary quality and his per 
fect democracy that have given him 
second, if not first, place among the 


great men of his own land and won 
him the affection of all lands 

The centenary of his birth, on Feb. 
12, will be celebrated as has been that 
of no other American. On the birtb- 
place farm in Kentucky a 
building will be 
being delivered by President 
velt, of Luke E.

failed, and it took him years to pay

Lincoln tried for the legislature a 
second time in 1834 and was elected, 
| remaining in the house eight years, a 
| part of which tlme he was minority 
|leader. Ilis chief acts as a legislator 
were his advocacy of {niernal im- 
| provements, h's protest against slav- 
ery und his leadership of the fight to 
Temove the state capital from Van- 
dalia to Springfield. 

Other events occurring contempora- 

neously with this legislative experi- 
ence were briefly as follows: In 1834 
and 1835 he acted as deputy surveyor 
and studied law. In August, 1835, 
Ann Rutledge died, throwing Lincoln 
into indescribable gloom. In 1886 he 
was admitted to the bar, forming a 
| partnership with John T. Stuart. In 
1840 he was an elector on the Harrl- 
|son ticket. In 1841 he formed a part- 
nership with Judge Stephen T. Logan, 
and on Noy. 4, 1842, he was married 
|to Miss Mary Todd of Kentucky. 
At the end of his legislative career 
|Mr. Lincoln in 1843 formed his final 
jlaw partnership, that with William H. 
Herndon, which lasted to the end of 
his life. In 1844 he was an elector on 
the Clay ticket and in 1846 was elect- 
ed to congress, which was, properly 
Speaking, the beginning of his na- 
tional career, although his real advent 
as a national figure did not come until 
a decade after his one term in congress 
Was finished. 


Lincoln's Modesty. 

In 1859, when his name was being 
mentioned as a prospective candidate 
for president, Abraham Lincoln wrote 
jto an editor who had suggested the 
advisability of announcing his name,

Governor, Mayor and Prominent Citi- | 
zens at Board Which Cost a Thou- 
sand Persons $25 Each to Sit—Says 
Negro Problem Must Be Solved by 
Efforts of Individuals Rather Than !

New Orleans, Feb. 13.—President- 
Elect Taft enjoyed the distinctive | 
spirit of New Orleans’ hospitality yes- | 
terday and last night. His morning 
was devoted to the negro race, his af- 
ternoon to leisure and recreation, with 
the tension of entertainment as light 
as possible, and with the shades of 
evening there gathered about him a 
genial host of eminence and rank. 

The feature last night was a Creole 
banquet, where the savoriness of the 
cuisine, with its backing of years of 
reputation, blended with compliments, 
oratory, music and floral tribute, 
made a scene of animation and viva- 
city, tempered with respect and dig- | 
nity. 

Mr. Taft was toasted by the govern- | 
or, the mayor, by citizens of promi- | 
mence and by speakers of note. Aj} 
feeling invocation was pronounced by | 
Cardinal Gibbons, who is in the city 
visiting his brother. 

Mr. Taft responded in the spirit of | 
the occasion. He talked of his desire | 
as the chief executive to represent 
the whole nation, of his intention to) 
make the representatives of the ad- 
ministration in the south represent the 
best element of the communities in 
which they live; of his recent visit to 
the Isthmus of Panama, with a repe- 
tition of his hope that the completion 
of the canal will occur in his ad-| 
ministration. 

The dinner was given in the newly 
decorated banquet hall of the Grune- 
wald Hotel, where Mr. Taft 
quartered. A thousand citizens paid 
$25 each for places at the board and 
considerably over half of these were 
present, and from the early beginning 
until the late ending the scene was one | 
of animation. 

In his speech to the negroes who| 
greeted him by thousands at the ball 
park, Taft reiterated his principles | 
regarding the development of the} 
negro race and the settlement of the 
race question. He gave wholesome 
advice to the effect that this big ques- 
tion was to be solved by the efforts of | 
individuals rather than by any general 
principle.

Bays That Rainey Has Been Made a 


Victim of Blackmailers or Is Too 


Willing to Asperse Fair Names—

Soon to Come and Says Evidence Is 


Complete and Sufficient to Convict 


Washington, Feb. 13.—That Rep- 
resentative Rainey (Ills.) got from the 
New York World his information re- 
garding Pazama canal affairs, which 
formed the subject of his recent 
speech, and that ex-convicts invented 
the stories of fraud and corruption | 
pertaining to the acquirement of title 
by the United States to the property, 
was the charge made in the house of 
representatives by Mr. Levering 
(Mass.). 

“Maybe,” he said, “The World did 
mot originate all the scandalous sto- 
ries it published, but columns were 
published and we do not know that The 
World did give credence and circula- 
tion to them”. 

Mr. Lovering declared that 
perpetrators of these false statements 
are known and the story of their do- 
ings reveals a chapter in the history 
of blackmailing that is rare in the} 
annals of crime.

Mass. Nautical Training School and 
the Mass. Naval Brigade: 
To the Editor of the Post: 

Sir—As a hearing is about to be 


given on a bill to combine the Massa- 
chusetts Nautical Training School with 
the Naval Brigade as a training school 
for both, I thought a few words con- 
cerning it might be of benefit to our 
citizens as well as to the future gen- 
erations of who may 
train for a seafaring life. The origi- 
nal intention of the school was to 
train young men for the merchant ser- 
vice, and I think that for the time 
it has, been in existence, about 14 
years since the first graduation, you 
will find a large number of licensed 
men of our merchant ships received 
their first training on the old Enter- 
prise. 

Now that the government is about 
to give the State a much better ship 
the Governor suggests that it be used 
also as a ship for the naval brigade 
as well as the training school. While 
the Governor’s idea may look all right 
to him from a financial point of view, 
any one can readily see that it would 
spoil the original purpose of the 
school. The officers of the schoolship 
are picked out with regard to their 
knowledge for training boys for the 
merchant marine, whereas the naval 
brigade is a military organization and 
of an entirely different character, I 
sincerely hope that the committee on 
this bill will see the impracticability 
of such a combination and recommend 
the continuation of the school under 
its old basis by a commission. 

I think in the future the old Bay 
State will be proud of her training 
school.

MURDER CONFERENCES 


Contention That They Were Held 
Previous to Killing of Carmack 

Nashville, Feb. 19.—Absence of 
some of the state’s witnesses and a de- 
sire by the defense to arrange its plan 
of procedure caused an adjournment 
until Saturday of the Cooper-Sharp 
trial for the murder of BE. W. Car- 
mack. 

The state has satisfied itself with 
offering testimony to prove that Car- 
mack was slain by Robin J. Cooper; 
that John Sharp, when he heard the 
shots, knew what they were without 
looking around, and that, prior to 
the killing, several conferences had 
been held. 

This, the state contends, Is the 
foundation for proof of conspiracy. 
The state stops here and waits for the 
defense to offer its case. 


WAS A CHAMPION 
KILLER OF BEARS 


New Hampshire Town Loses Old 
and Honored Citizen 


Center Ossipee, N. H., Feb. 19.— 
His snowshoes tripping in the rail- 
road tracks at Ossipee Station as he 
was returning from a fox hunt, I. D. 
Carter accidently discharged his 
shotgun, receiving the charge in his 
right leg, which severed an artery 
and caused him to bleed to death in 
a few minutes. 

Carter occupied the unique position 
of hunter, guide, trial justice and 
town clerk of Center Ossipee. As 
hunter he claimed to have killed 
more bears than any other man in 
New Hampshire and his services were 
in great demand as guide during the 
hunting season, 

He was born in this town 67 years 
ago, the son of Sanborn B. Carter, a 
lawyer. He is survived by one broth- 
er, Henry C. Carter, postmaster of 
Center Ossipee.

Conservation Conference Elects Pin- 
chot as Its Permanent Chairman 

Washington, Feb. 19.—Permanent 
organization of the North American 
Conservation conference was perfected 
at the first regular session with the 
selection of Gifford Pinchot, a mem- 
ber of the American delegation, as 
chairman, no other name being pre- 
sented. He was placed in nomination 
by Sydney Fisher of the Canadian 
delegation and the nomination was 
seconded by Romulo Escobar of the 
Mexican commission. 

Forestry formed the theme of dis- 
cussion, and the situation in respect 
thereto was presented for the United 
States by Pinchot and on behalf of 
Mexico by M. A. DeQuevado.

Swordsmen of the Sea. 

The swordsmen of the sea are the 
sawfisher, spearfishes, sailfishes, sword- 
fishes and the narwhal, with its spiral- 
ly twisted straight tusks. The saw- 
fishes inhabit the warmer seas, while 
the narwhal is a creature of the arctic. 
The tusk of the narwhal is hollow 
nearly to the point and is spirally 
grooved. It uses its tusk as a weapon 
of defense and to plunge through the | 


ice to breathe, the narwhal being a! 
cetacean. Sometimes when a boat has 


been caught in the ice great damage 
has been inflicted by the inquisitive- | 
ness or blundering of this great crea- | 
ture, that sometimes reaches a length | 
of fifteen feet, with a tusk of from six 
to ten feet in length. As a rule, how- 
ever, the narwhal uses its tusk for the 
purpose of killing fish for food. In the 
castle of Rosenberg the kings of Den- } 
mark have long possessed a magnifi- | 
cent throne made of tusks of this 
cetacean. These tusks are harder and 
whiter than ivory. 


Beavers Train Their Young. 

Naturalists have placed the beaver a 
long way down in the list of verte- 
brates, but it undoubtedly stands next 
to man in the riety of occupations in | 
which it engages. All cats are hunt- 
ers, while foxes that are not thieves 
may be included also among the Nim- 
rods, All canaries are prima donnas, 
and monkeys make clever comedians, 
but it is only the beaver parent that 
educates its children to take up several 
trades. In a single colony among them 
you will find civil and marine engi- 
neers, woodchoppers, raftsmen, labor- 
ers, quarrymen, miners, plasterers, 
masons, carpenters, hodcarriers and 
fishermen. All beavers take contracts 
for building dams, but when the work | 
is undertaken the task is so divided 
that each member of the colony has its 
own particular work to look after. In 
this way they make some wonderful 
excavations and construct their dams 
in an incredibly short time.

BASEBALL LAWS TO GOVERN. 


Promoters of New Organization For 
Ice Sport to Follow Diamond Regu- 
lations as to Reserve and Waivers of 
Players. 


By TUMMY CLARK. 

If the present plans of the promot- 
ers do not fall through professional ice 
hockey will receive quite a boom in 
| this country next winter. Recently in 
Chicago a new ice hockey league was 
formed, which is composed of three 
teams in Chicago and one each in St. 
Louis, Pittsburg and Cleveland and 
backed largely by baseball magnates, 
and will be governed by baseball laws 
in regard to players. 

A strong effort will be made to put 
the hockey league on practically the 
same basis as organized baseball. 
Players will be forced to sign con- 
tracts and respect waivers and reserve 
clauses the same as under the national 
agreement. The promoters feel that 
by doing this they can in a measure 
keep their teams intact throughout the 
season, and that is important, as a 
great deal of the success of a hockey 
team depends upon its team work. 

A representative of the men who 
are interested in the forming of such 
an organization has made a tour of in- 
spection to the various cities in this 
country in which the game is sup- 
ported and in Canada, and his report 
has been favorable. 

It appears that this representative 
devoted a great deal of his time to 
solving the problem which has men- 
aced the Western Pennsylvania Hock- 
ey league throughout the present sea- 
son—viz, the binding of the players. 

He has reached the conclusion that 
the only way to overcome the contract 
jumpers and “holdup” men is to draft 
rules much along the same lines that 
govern baseball and make the hockey 
players recognize drafts, waivers, pur- 
chases, etc., just as the ball tossers 
have to. 

The men who are interested in the 
founding of this new professional 
hockey league are very optimistic as 
to its success. They fully believe that 
the enthusiasm of the followers of the 
game can be aroused in the cities 
mentioned to such an extent that 
goodly profits would be made above 
expenses. President Charles A. Comf{s- 
key of the Chicago American league 
baseball club has been mentioned as 
one of the promoters of the new 
league. Comiskey has had a lot of ex- 
perience in the rink game, having been 
interested in the game in St. Paul 
when he was running the baseball 
team there.

Dedham has for the last six days been 


hearing an important land damage 
case against the town of Hyde Park

Corporation Goes Back on Old 
Carnegie Price Policy 


CHAIRMAN GARY'S EXPLANATION 


Product to Be Sold at Modified Prices 
to Retain Fair Share of Trade—In- 
dependents Get Busy and Indica- 

tions Point to Fight to a Finish— 

Severe Reduction Expected In Steel 


Duties by Those Interested 
New York, Feb. 20.—An 


market in the iron and steel trade that 


“open” 


manufacturers believe will lead to 


stimulation of the industry was creat~ 
ed when Chairman Gary of the di- 
rectorate of the United States Steel 
corporation made an official announce- 
ment that the “leading manufacturers 
of iron and steel have determined to 
protect their customers, and, for the 
present, sell at such modified prices 
as may be necessary with respect of 


different commodities in order to re- | 


tain their fair share of the business.” 
The prices which may be determined 
upon will be given by the manufac- 
turers to their customers direct. 

The action of the leading manufac- 
turers in effecting an open market fol- 
lowed a series of conferences that 
have been held here for the last three 
days by Gary and the heads of the 
various sibsidiary companies of the 
steel corporation, together with offi- 
clals of other steel manufacturing 
companies. 

Chairman Gary, in the official state- 
ment, says that the smaller steel 
manufacturing concerns, for one cause 
or another, particularly the tariff agi- 
tation, have become more or less ex- 
cited and demoralized, and have been 
selling their products below 
prices generally maintained; this led 
to unreasonable price cutting by cer- 
tain manufacturers who, though op- 
posed to a change, felt the necessity 
of protecting their customers. 

It is reported that certain independ- 
ent steel manufacturers were surprised 


when they learned that the United! 
States Steel corporation had gone 


back to the old Carnegie steel price 
policy; that there will be an open 
market for steel from now on and that 
indications point to a fight to a finish 
among the various steel companies. 

A representative of one large inde- 


pendent company said that the action |} 


of the United States Steel 


dependent companies and many of the 
latter companies yesterday sent their 


sales agents scouring the country for} 


orders for steel at prices consider- 
ably below existing quotations. 
Manufacturers are now convinced 
that the reduction in steel duties will 
be much more severe than expected. 
Not long ago the feeling prevailed 
that the steel schedule would be cut 
about 20 per cent. Later advices are 
that reductions will range from 30 per 
cent to 50 per cent. This, on top of 
a heavy reduction in steel, has creat- 
ed depression, mingled with alarm, 
in steel trade circles. 
Open Warfare 
Feb. 20.—Steel markets 
were thrown into demoralization by 
drastic steel cuts. Tubes are from 
$10 to $12 a ton lower than at close of 
business Thursday. Steel bars are 
off $4 a ton. 


Pittsburg, 


Chicago, Feb. 20.--There is an 
open warfare here in steel. Structural

steel has been cut from $1.60 to $1.25 
per 100 pounds, which is equivalent 
to $7 a ton. This is the most severe 


reduction in steel in years.

fresh-water senators, but the force of 
their criticism has been more ener- 
getically directed against the estab- 
lishment which, though at Kittery, Me., 
is commonly known as the Portsmouth 


Navy Yard. Yet the Navy Department | 
would be very sorry to see the latter 


yard closed. It possesses a fine equip- 
ment, which is being steadily expand- 
ed, and while its labor supply is not 
great it is if excellent quality. Its 
boat builders have long been famous 
for their skill. The small boats of 
the navy are of their construction, the 
service drawing its equipment of this 
kind of craft from Kittery. Great ves- 
sels, battleships of the first class, find 
abundant water there. ‘The battle- 
ship Maine was recently docked at Kit- 
tery, and the new, deep, wide channel 
enables the heaviest of vessels to make 
their berths at the wharves under 
their own steam. At high tide there 
would be many feet of water between 
the keel of the Mauretania and the 
mud were that monster steamer to 
enter Portsmouth harbor. At mean 
tide there is abundant depths for bat- 
tleships. So much for water. As for 
land, the Government has in reserve 
there enough to permit great expan- 
sion of the establishment.—Boston 
Transcript. y 


The national Civic Federation is try- 
ing to work out some feasible plan 
for inducing the different states to 
unite in some movement for uniform 
legislation on those matters whose na- 
tional importance is admitted. The 
Federation declares that the continued 
existence since 1890 of the annual 
conference of commissioners on uni- 
form state laws, created by the dif- 
ferent states at the instance of the 
American Bar Association, shows that 
the state executives and legislatures 
are fully alive to the importance of 
this subject. The last-named organiz- 
ation has been instrumental in secur- 
ing the passage in 35 states of a uni- 
form negotiable instruments law, and 
is promoting other commercial mea- 
sures, including a uniform food law. 
to conform to the national law. 
It is pointed out that this necessity for 
uniform legislation is further illustrat- 
ed by the proceedings at the annual 
meetings of the national association 
of the state attorneys general and of 
the state labor commissioners, insur- 
ance commissioners, etc., etc. The 
arguments in favor of uniform legisla- 
tion are very strong and have been sei 
forth repeatedly by many of our ablest 
Americans in public life. Elihu Root, 
in 1906, when he was secretary of 
state declared, “no state can live unto 
itself alone,” and insisted that it is 
the duty of each state to frame laws 
and administer the public business 
“with reference not only to its own 
social affairs but with reference to the 
effect upon its sister states.” And 
Mr. Root has recently pointed out ta: 
need of patriotic and intelligent action 
in strengthening the efficiency of the 
state governments. More recently in 
his address at Albany, he said:— 
But there are two dangers coming 
with the development. One is the dan- 
ger that the national government will 
break down in its machinery through 
the burden which threatens to be cast 
upon it. This country is too large, its 
people are too numerous, its interests 
are too varied, and its activity too 
great for one central government at 
at Washington to carry the burden of 
governing all of the country in its 
local concerns, doing justice to the 
rights of the individual in every sec- 
tion, because that justice can be done 
only through intelligent information 
and consideration. And the mass of 
business that is now pressing upon the 
legislative and executive and judicial 
branches of our goverment in Wash- 
ington seems to have come about to 
the limit of their capacity for the 
transaction of governmental business. 

The point made by the able New 
York statesman will probably be 
brought more and more to public at- 
tention as time goes on. But it is at 
least worth notice that the New Eng- 
land states are ahead of other sections, 
in that the six states of this section 
are honestly trying to obtain uniform- 
ity of legislation on many subjects, 
through the cooperation of the govern- 
ors and other public officials of those 
states and, when their work has been 
done, through the adoption of such 
recommendations as they may agree 
upon.—Boston Advertiser.

New York, Feb. 23.—Rear Admiral 
Goodrich believes that battleships 
twice the size of the largest now 
building will be launched in the not 
far distant future.

PEDAGOGUES GATHER 


; Matters of Educational Interest Under 
| Discussion In Chicago 

Chicago, Feb. 23.—Seldom in the 
history of the United States has there 
been so distinguished a gathering of 
educators as the assemblage which 
gathered here today for the conven- 
tion of the department of superintend- 
ence of the National Educational asso- 


ciation. Prominent teachers from all 
parts of the country comprise the 
membership of the department, and 


the greater part of them are present 
at the convention. 

The pedagogues were welcomed to 
Chicago by President Schneider of the 
Chicago board of education. The 
opening session was taken up with 
the reading of papers on “Elimination 
of Waste In School Work.~ 

Among the prominent men and 
women attending the convention are 
superintendent 
of schools, Boston; Charles P. Cary, 
state superintendent of public in- 
struction, Wisconsin; Julia Richman, 
district superintendent of public 
schools, New York city; Kenyon But- 
terfield, president of Massachusetts 
Agricultural college, Amherst; Elmer 
Ellsworth Brown, United States 
commissioner of education, Washing- 
ton, and William H. Maxwell, super- 
intendent of schools, New York city. 


LEFT NO EXPLANATION 


Army Officer Takes His Own Life In 
New York Hotel by Shooting 

New York, Feb. 23.—Second Lieu- 
tenant John J. Moller, Eighth United 
States infantry, stationed at Monte- 
rey, Cal., who was on furlough in the 
east, shot himself in the head at the 
Grand Union Hotel late last night and 
died an hour later. 

He left a letter addressed to Chap- 
lain Smith of the army on Governor's 
Island, directing the disposal of his 
effects and asking that his mother be 
notified of his death. He left no note 
explaining why he killed himself. 

Lieutenant Moller was born in 1881 
in Missouri. He was “appointed a 
cadet at the Military Academy at 
West Point in 1900, and received his 
commission as second lieutenant of 
the Eighth infantry in 1904. 


SHARP TREADS ON 
DANGEROUS GROUND 


Contradicts Himself In Giving 
Important Testimony 


Nashville, Feb. 23.—Court ad- 
journed Monday during cross-exam- 
ination of John D. Sharp, co-defend- 
ant with Duncan Cooper and Robin 
Cooper, now on trial for the slaying 
of Edward W. Carmack. 

After giving his account of the 
shooting under direct examination 
Sharp was turned over to Attorney 
General Garner. Sharp is a man of 
high temper and Garner soon had him 
beside himself. On direct examina- 
tion he swore that he saw the killing 
and that “Carmack fell after Robin 
Cooper had fired three times.” One 
of the bullet wounds, a necessarily 
fatal one, pierced Carmack’s neck 
within one-sixteenth of an inch of the 
spinal cord and came out under the 
tongue. As Sharp swore that Car- 
mack was facing Cooper, aiming a re- 
volver at him, this wound would be 
impossible to reconcile with the 
statement. 

On cross-examination, however, 
Sharp said that Carmack turned his 
head just as the second shot was 
fired. He did not explain how Car- 
mack could turn his head far enough to 
permit the ball to enter the median 
line of the neck on a straight line. 


DAMAGE OF $2,500,000 


Ice Three Feet Thick on Farm Lands 
Adjoining the River Elbe 


Madgeburg, Ger., Feb. 23.—The 
peril to the surrounding villages has 
been increased through further frosts, 
although the floods have slightly 
abated. 

The ice is now three feet thick over 
the agricultural lands and the river 
Elbe is still unable to return to its 
original bed, owing to the ice blocks. 

Military forces are engaged in 
building dams to prevent further in- 
roads of the water. An estimate of 
the damage done in this vicinity is 
$2,500,000. 


FIRST ON PACIFIC COAST 


Winner of Marathon Run Reduces 

Record Made by Hayes at London 

San Francisco, Feb. 23.—The first 
Marathon race on the Pacific coast 
was won by Oko Bodikker in 
2:40:31 3-5, beating the record of 
Hayes, who won the Olympic Mara- 
thon at London from Dorando, by al- 
most fifteen minutes. 

There were forty-seven entries. 
The course was twice around Golden 
Gate park and it ended at the 
stadium.

C. writes that the size of a hat fs 
calculated on a curious principle. It 
is the length plus the breadth divided 
by 2. Thus a head 8% inches long and 
5% inches broad would require a hat 
size of 1444 divided by 2, which is 74 
—Gladstone’s size. 

Your correspondent G. is perfectly 
right in his description of the curious 
way in which the size of a hat is ob- 
tained, writes G., but his sample di- 
mensions are slightly misleading. Such 
an “oval” as 84 inches by 5% inches 
would scarcely be met with twice in 
a lifetime. The normal difference be- 
tween the length and width (technical- 
ly called the “oval”) is invariably 
through the gamut of sizes 1% inches. 
Thus an ordinary 6% hat would meas- 
ure 744 inches long and 6 inches wide 
and a 714 (four sizes bigger) 8 inches 
long and 6% inches wide. The longest 
head I have measured in many thou- 
sands was 8% by 75%, which is the 
equivalent of a 2% inch oval. Needless 
to say, the inside of the hat was the 
shape of a canalboat. — Manchester 
Guardian,

Dear Sir:—In reply to your favor 
of recent date, I wish to say that the 
3arre banks have always stood by the 
Manufacturers here, believing that 
their own future and the future of 
Barre as well, depends upon the pro- 
duct of our granite hills, and the suc- 
cess of Barre men in placing that pro- 
duct on the market in a finished state. 
The Granite Manufacturers of Barre, 
are not men who were born “with a 
silver spoon in their mouth,” and who 
entered the granite business to find 
investment for their capital,—they 
are men who started at the foot of the 
ladder, with honest integrity and per- 
severance as ‘their only capital, and 
by strict attention to business, and a 
desire to make the name of Barre 
granite famous, many of them find to- 
day that they have won a competence. 
But there is another factor that has 
played a very important part in ‘this 
condition of affairs, and that factor 
is the above mentioned, Barre banks, 
and two thirds of Barre’s” granite 
men today, can trace their present 
business conditions back to the time 
When Barre’s financial institutions 
were their chief support and succor, 
when they were unable to walk alone 
Not that Barre banks have helped 
every and any one who wished to en- 
ter the granite business, not by any 
means, but whenever they could in- 
vest their money to as good advantage, 
at home, they have held that it has 
been their duty to do so. Barre, and 
3arre’s industries have always been 
handicapped by a lack of capital, and 
if local banks chose to refuse accom- 
modations to Barre business men, it 
would mean stagnation, and we 
should have -to be dependent on out- 
side capital to run our ‘business en- 
terprises, which would mean that a 
syndicate could come in and_ take 


over the entire outfit and run it to, 


suit themselves. You will remember 
that a short time ago a syndicate at- 
tempted to get control of our quar- 
ries, install more modern machinery, 
in other words invest capital that the 
Barre men did not posses, and control 
the output of Barre granite. 

I had heard it intimated that Quin- 
cy banks were not as accommodating 
as they might be to the Manufacturers, 
but have never heard their reasons 
for taking this position. You men- 
tioned the fact that Barre banks ad- 
vanced money on granite contracts,

Effort Being Made te Induce Heirs to 
Buy It. 


An effort is being made by Edward 
W. Capen of Wollaston to rally the 
heirs of the Capen family to the res- 
cue of their historic home on Wash- 
ington street, opposite Melville avenue, 
Dorchester. 

The house, which is the second old- 
est in New England, was commenced 
between 1630 and 1638, soon after the 
arrival of the colonists under Rev. 
John White, so often called the “fa- 
ther of the colony,” and a few days 
ago it looked as if nothing would pre- 
vent its being torn down immediately. 

The place was recently sold to W. 
H. Crosby, who owns considerable land 
in the vicinity and it was his inten- 
tion to tear down the house and di- 


vide the land which goes with it, 
into 16 building lots for apartment 
houses. Many protests came in, but 


none availed until John W. Dunlop, a 
real estate man also, came to him 
and asked that he desist his murder- 
ous intentions for a few weeks until 
the heirs of old Barnard Capen could 
get together and talk to him about 
buying the place. Crosby being in 
a liberal frame of mind, agreed to 
do this, and now it all depends on 
whether the Capens will stand by the 
old homestead. 

This is the only hope, because none 
of the various historical societies in 
the state intend to preserve the house 
that was built to withstand attacks 
by Indians. 

The Dorchester Historical society 
already has a home of own, the 
old Blake house which it had moved 
to Edward Everett square, and the 
society is in no condition to make 
any further expenditures of historic 
houses, no matter how antique and 
historic they may be.

OLD CAPE HOMESTEAD. . CRETIG GOES 


ASHORE TWICE 


First Strikes on Sandy Shore, 
Second Time on a Ledge 


WAS IN DANGEROUS POSITION 


Big White Star Liner Had No Wire- 
less Apparatus and Summoned Help 
by Aid of Rockets and Whistles— 
Finally Drawn Off by Five Tugs— 
Was Late In Reaching Boston From 
Naples—Has Many Passengers 


Hull, Mass., Feb. 24.—£xtricating 
herself from the sandy shore of 
Georges’ Island, in Boston harbor, 
only to run upon the more dangerous 
rocks of Centurion ledge, the White 
Star liner Cretic, Naples for Boston, 
was in a positon early today that 
might easily prove disastrous. 

Loaded well down with freight and 
1195 persons, the great steamer lay 
amidships upon the ledge, and al- 
though she ran up previous to high 
tide, it was believed that the five tugs 
which had been sent to her assist- 
ance would prove inadequate to draw 
her off. 

The steamer’s difficulties appeared 


to be the result of trouble with her |} 


steering apparatus, and the general 
opinion among observers on shore 
was that she had lost her rudder. 
The life saving crews from the Stony 
Point and Point Allerton stations went 
to her assistance at the appearance 
of the first danger signals, several 
hours before midnight. 

The Cretic was steaming the 
harbor shortly after 10 o'clock last 
night, apparently looking for an an- 
chorage, when her steering gear sud- 
denly became disabled and three suc- 
cessive rockets signalled life 
savers that the great steamer was 
ashore. At that time the Cretic had 
run up on the shores of Georges’ Is- 
land and it was not a very difficult 
matter for the steamer to muster her 
great engines and draw off from the 
land. 

Without the help of the 
gear, however, she was helpless, and 


in trying to back out from Georges’ 
the Cretic ran up on the far

island. Before the tugs had attempt- 
ed to pull her off she had run up on 
the rocks nearly to amidships, 
with the wind blowing a gale her posi- 
tion was an exceedingly dangerous 
one. 

The officials at Fort Warren, lo- 
cated on Georges’ Island, caused the 
great searchlights of the fort to be 
turned on the steamer so that the 
life savers might be guided in their 
work. 

The Cretic was drawn off this morn- 
ing by five tugs which went to her as- 
sistance. She headed for quarantine. 
Whether the steamer sustained any 
damage is unknown.

The Stony Beach life saving crew 
got out their big surf boat, and with a 
crew of five men, Captain Sparrow in 
charge, was soon heading in the di- 
rection of the helpless

Boston was called up and the steam- 
ship officials notified of her position. 
While tugs were hurrying down Bos- 
ton harbor, and the life savers were 
making strenuous efforts to get 
alongside, it could be seen from shore 
that an effort was being 
board to get the vessel off.
